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Arts Council Alerts Commissioners 
To Forthcoming Funding Request 


The president, adminis- 
trator, and other represen- 
tatives of the Garrett Couu- 
ty Arts Council met with 
the Garrett County Com- 
missioners Tuesday to intro- 
duce their plan to request 
some county funding in the 
near future. The non-profit 
council, which was initiated 
in 1976 and recognized as 
the county’s official arts 
agency in 1993, has never 
received any financial help 
from the county. 

Helen Earles, president 
of the arts council, and 
Steven Schlosnagle, the 
council’s administrator, 
provided a short history of 
the couucil and explained 
its function, which is chiefly 
to help fund cultural and 
artistic programs, events, 
and displays throughout 
Garrett County. The mis- 
sion, as quoted by Schlos- 
nagle, is to “aid, encourage, 
advance, and _ coordinate 
activities dedicated to the 
promotion of cultural arts 
in Garrett County and to 
integrate such activities into 
the life of the community.” 

In the past year, the 
council has helped to fund 
a wide variety of cultural 
events, ranging from artist 
street fairs and writing 
workshops to recitals and 
student field trips. A listing 
of ucarly 70 specific cvcnts 
was given to each of the 
commissioners. Schlosnagle 
said based on a formula 
devised by the state arts 
council, which asserts that 
for every ticket purchased 
by an arts patron, another 
$2 or so is spent in the 
county for food or lodging 
or other amenities, the arts 
in Garrett County last year 
generated about three quar- 
ters of a million local dol- 
lars. 

"The arts are extremely 
important to our lives, and 
offer both intrinsic value as 
well as derivative,” Schlos- 
nagle said. "Intrinsicalty, we 
need art for’art’s sake. It is 
a part of our lives -- ihat’s 
why we dance and s:ng at 
weddings, why we listen to 
poetry at funerals. And we 
derive from it education --

8, Box 191, Bruccton Mills, WV 26523 2 


















mac, a coalition of river 
enthusiasts, have vocally 


Thomas, a representative of 


met with the commissioners 


coal industry’s interest in 





Hunting Fatality 
Case Nets PBJ

port that claimed the life of 
a Kansas man resulted in a 
probation before judgment 
(PBJ) ruling for a Swanton 
man who had pleaded not 
guilty to a charge of negli- 
gent hunting.

Deer Park Named 
In EPA Drinking 
Water Project 


The town of Deer Park 
has been named as a recip- 
ient of financial assistance 
through a grant from the 
U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency (EPA) to 
ensure safe drinking water. 

The Deer Park project 
would involve the construc- 
tion of a water supply treat- 
ment facility, water storage 
tank, and water distribution 
system for residents who 
rely on inadequate ground- 
water sources and exper- 
ience water shortages dur- 
ing drought conditions. 


Wendell Beitzel, of the 
Garrett Sanitary District, 
said that Deer Park had 
applied for grant money 
through other channels and 
thereby was identified by 
EPA as a community in 
need of assistance for a 
drinking water project. 

Because the water im- 
provement project slated 
for Deer Park would be 
very costly, the EPA loan 
offer would not provide 
money, Beitzel explained. 
"We have applied for grants 
through the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture/Rural 
Development,” he said. "We 
are hoping we will be ap- 
proved. I think we will hear 
something very soon,” he 
added. 

Maryland has_ been 
awarded $17.6 from the 
EPA to provide low cost 
loans and other types of 
assistance to eligible sys- 
tems for improvement of 
drinking water supplies. 
“This grant represents a ma- 
jor investment to protect 
drinking water sources -- 
rivers and wells -- so citi- 
zens of Maryland can be as- 
sured of safe drinking wa- 
ter,” said Carol Browner, 
EPA administrator. 


Through the office of 
Gov. Parris N. Glendening, 
six water supply systems in 
the state have been ident- 
ified for funding. Maryland 
is the second state in the 
nation and the first in the 
region to receive funding 
under this program. 

The USDA/Rural Devel- 
opment office released in- 
formation Monday that Pre- 
sident Clinton has signed 
into law the federal appro- 
priation bill that sets spend- 
ing levels for all USDA 
programs for the next 12 
months. 

The bill includes $577 
million for the president's 
Water 2000 initiative to 
continue the work of pro- 
viding rural communities 
with a safe, clean, drinking 
water supply. This repre- 
sents a two percent increase 
in funding from last year.

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Money for the Arts... 


A request made this week of the Garrett County 
Board of Commissioners caught our attention and 
warrants comment. 

Steve Schlosnagle, part-time administrator of the 
Garrett County Arts Council, asked the commission- 
ers to consider placing the arts council on the next 
county budget, as arts councils are in most of the 
state's other counties. He did not request any par- 
ticular sum of money, but simply let the commis- 
sioners know that the council intends to make a for- 
mal request, probably in February. 

It was noted by Scnlosnagle that the county’s Pro- 
motion Council receives nearly one quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars from the county each year. That agency’s 
job, obviously, is to promote the county. Part of the 
mission is to attract visitors, potential second-home 
buyers, and, to a certain extent, business and indus- 
try. Our intent here is not to evaluate how well the 
promotion council is doing its job; it is simply to 
make some comparisons between the mission and 
end results of the efforts of the promotion council 
and that of the Garrett County Arts Council. 

Just as obvious is the mission of the arts council 
— to promote the arts and local artisans. The end 
results of doing so, though, are similar to the results 
sought by the promotion council. The arts that are 
presented in this county — and in general, they are 
of excellent quality — promote the county, and 
attract visitors, potential second-home buyers, and 
business and industry, all of which boosts the local 
economy. The arts council and organizations such as 
the Garrett Lakes Arts Festival, Spruce Forest, and 
many other entities, i.e., the Garrett Choral Society, 
Ecumenical Youth Ministry, Our Town Theatre, etc. 
(all of which, by the way, receive no county tax 
money whatsoever), are doing an outstanding job in 
making Garrett County such an attractive place to 
visit and to live by presenting top-quality entertain- 
ment. Yet the great majority of the extremely hard 
work involved is being accomplished by volunteers, 
many of whom are people already so incredibly busy 
with their jobs, families, and other commitments that 
they hardly have time to turn around. We believe 
strongly in volunteerism, and even with some county 
funding, the continued work of volunteers will re- 
main crucial for arts promotion to be successful, but 
they need and deserve some help. 

It is way past time for the county to provide some 
financial support for the arts. It is incredible that 
county government has rarely hesitated in handing 
nearly one quarter of a million dollars to the promo- 
tion council, yet to our knowledge has never given a 
penny to support one of the most significant ingredi- 
ents in the successful promotion of Garrett County 
— our arts. 

A similar request was made by the arts council 
several years ago, and that board of commissioners 
not only did not add the council to the budget, but 
did not even have the courtesy to respond to the 
council — no letter, not even a phone call. 

This is a different board of commissioners, though. 
We are quite confident that they also recognize the 
great importance of the arts in Garrett County, and 
will gladly honor the request of the council.

To the Editor: 

I have just completed a 
month long tour of the 
state, visiting every county, 
talking to Marylanders from 
all walks of life. I wanted to 
hear what concerns our 
citizens, what they are look- 
ing for from our govern- 
ment. It was an enlighten- 
ing experience. 

It was clear that despite 
the growth in the economy 
and the improvement in the 
business climate, many 
Marylanders continue to 
struggle to maintain their 
quality of life. Many fami- 
hes need two or more jobs 
just to stay even. The time 
has come to lighten their 
tax burden. 

I propose to do that by 
eliminating the state’s real 
property tax. This tax, 
which nas been levied on 
real property since 1841, is 
no longer needed. With 
Maryland projected to have 
a year end survlus of more 
than $350 million, this in 
addition to the $555 million 
in the state’s “Rainy Day” 
fund, there is no reason to 
collect this tax. 

By eliminating the state 

roperty tax, which is set at 
a cents per hundred dol- 
lars of asseased value by the 
Board of Public Works, a 
taxpayer owning a home in 
Oakland with a market 
value of $100,000 would 
receive an immediate prop- 
erty tax reduction of $84 in 
next year’s property tax bill. 
This can be a significant 
savings for seniors and 
families living on fixed or 
limited incomes.

I didn’t. 


Last week I got the hatchet and the file, and made as 
sharp an edge as I could. One by one I took those hens, 


and wacked off their heads. 


That, of course, was only the beginning; then came the 
plucking and the gutting. From start to finish I had two 
and a half hours in the job. The next day I had the chance 
to eat fried chicken, and I didn’t. 

Butchering is not a pleasant job, and it shouldn’t be. If 
I ever enjoy killing an animal, then I shall stop doing it. 
One of my chief criticisms of modern life is that the vast 
majority of people (including most farmers today) are re- 
moved from the pain that is inherent in the eating of 


flesh. 


As long as a chicken or hog or steer is killed some- 
where else, then fine and good. People today don’t want 
to feel responsible, let alone guilty, while they eat a 
hamburger or a pork chop or a chicken leg. 

I am amazed at how still a chicken can be the moment 
before the hatchet falls. They squawk and try to escape 
when I go to the hen house to catch them, but when I lay 
their heads on the chopping black they do just lie there 
still in body and voice. Then in death, head severed, they 
seem to live for another bong and terrible moment. Their 
wings flap furiously in a fmal attempt at ascent. 

If it could be all over then, it would still be easy some- 
how, but it isn’t. The killing is the quickest part. The pro- 
cess of plucking has become less difficult for me, but it 
still is no fun. To me the worst job is the gutting of the 
animal. There are always things I would just prefer not to 
see. I didn’t even bother saving the giblets. The innards 


went into the waste bucket. 


I had kept the four old hens in a pen separate from the 
younger chickens. When my 3-year-old niece came to 
Spend part of the day with me, she wanted to know where 
they were. It is very difficult to explain to a 3-year-old the 
idea of butchering. She repeated some of the words I had 
used, but they were empty of meaning. There was no ref- 
erence point for her. 

In a way, most modern people know as little as my 
niece. How meat in a plastic bag at the grocery store re- 
lates to a living creature is not even a mystery for most 
people, because they have no reference point to make a 
connection. That chasm deepens as more and more peo- 
ple don’t even cook. Food makes its appearance in final 
form when the only work to be done is with knife and 
fork. 

Most of the meat my family eats comes from the gro- 
cery store, but we do have the experience of eating ani- 
mals we have known, deer whom we admire for their 
grace, pigs we have shooed back into their pen, and hens 
that have given us eggs. 

We are a little richer for knowing that our supper does 
not come without a price, a price that can never be cal- 
culated merely in dollars and cents. We know that some- 
thing has died that we might live. That is even true of 
most garden produce, but the turnip does not flap its 
leaves or cry out when I pull it from the ground. 

Having killed and eaten a chicken, I know the truth 
about turnips, too: life is sacrificed so that my life can be 
furthered. Perhaps it is this terrible truth that the modern 
world does not want to know and refuses to acknowledge. 
We do not want to know that our lives are sustained by 
the death of many living things.

Picture this: you're in New York, visiting your 
~friend who is HIV-poaitive, knowing that he’s going to die 
in the next few years. What's the first thing you do? Why, 
“you jump into bed with the first attractive stranger you 
“meet, of course! This is just one of the unlikely events 
-that take place in this otherwise excellent film that deals 
with some of the most sensitive, troubling issues of our 
“time. 
Wesley Snipes plays Max, a director of TV com- 
mercials who ison his way to visit his dear friend Charlie 
(Robert Downey, Jr.), a homosexual who has just been 
‘diagnosed with HIV. At the film’s opening, Max narrates, 
- looking directly into the camera in Woody Allen fashion, 
tend makes it clear that he himeelf is not gay. (This self- 
2narration is inexplicably abandoned after the opening 
scenes.) After their lunch together, Max misses his plane 
tback to L.A. But all is not lost, because he meets an 
.attractive woman named Karen (Natassja Kinski), with 
.whom he goes out. Both are married, and they plan no 
mischief--just a simple concert of chamber music, which 
+ they both love. But as they are walking away from the 
_foncert, they are mugged. Unhurt, but shaken, the two 
decide to go to her place for drinks to help settle them 
down. Predictably, he spends the night, and they part 
‘ways, thinking they’ never see each other again. When 
_Max gets home to his amorous wife Mimi, played by 
Ming-Na Wen (from NBC's TheSingle Guy), he is wracked 
with guilt, but gets over it. 
. Cut to a year later: Charlie is hospitalized in the 
advanced stages of AIDS, and Max goes to see him. Upon 
arriving, he meets Charlie’s brother Vernon (Kyle 
‘MacLachlan), and discovers to his horror that Vernon’s 
wife is none other than Kartn, Max’s undercover angel 
“from the previous year. Oh-oh. The rest of the film is 
spent between Max’s tearful caring for his dying friend 
and dealing with the sexual tension that has been 
established with Karen. 


This film is a paradox. It is so well directed by 
5 Mike Figgis (Leaving Las Vegas), who also wrote the 
Screenplay and the music, and so well acted by the entire 
cast, especially Downey, that until the last half hour of it, 
jf was completely prepared to give it 5 stars and a glowing 
review. The cinematography by Declan Quinn is also 
excellent, using a juxtaposition of quick cuts and slow 
fades to elicit the sensation of passing time. But Figgis’s 
“script gets so increasingly ridiculous toward the end, it 
*-mocks the gravity of the subject matter. Most of the film 
“is handled tastefully and maturely, and the horrible 
“reality of Charlie’s struggle against his disease is haunt- 
"ing, exquisite. But the relationship between Max and 
Karen (and their spouses) finishes like a sketch from 
Love, American Style. kxx* ;

But Eve is on to what her father is 
doing, and from then on, watches him like a hawk. 


Louis’s psychic sister Mozelle (Debbi Morgan) 
has the gift of seeing the future, and runs a successful

(Vondie Curtis Hall), who needs her services but has no 
money to pay. He paints her picture, and the two fall in 
love. Now she must decide whether to subject him to the 
danger of being her husband. 


Meanwhile, Louis’s habitual dalliances continue 
to upset Eve, but when it starts to involve siater Cicely, 
Eve has had enough. She takes desperate measures, 
enlisting another spiritual entrepreneur (Diahann 
Carroll), who helps Eve seek retribution against her dad 
with a voodoo curse--and it all] backfires. 


This movie, written and directed by Kasi 
Lemmons, is really two separate stories: that of Eve and 
herconflicting feelings toward her father, and of Mozelle’s 
ongoing relationship problems. It is very well acted and 
very well directed, with a great blues soundtrack. The 
dark complexities of this family’s story are intriguing, 
although the plot seems to meander a bit at times; it

seems a long time before the film gets to the point. But 
all the characters are very real and well-defined, espe- 
cially Eve’s. I think Smollett is likely to get an Oscar

HOME ALONE 3 
Rated PG - Running time: 1:30 


To tell the truth, I don’t approve of the Home 
Alone series much, because I think it gives the mistaken 
impression, to children, that a child left alone with 
criminals knocking at the door is not in danger; he can 
easily hold his own with cartoon-style violence. I feel that 
the subject of children being stalked by adult criminals is 
not one tobe taken lightly. That said, I have to admit that 
this film is not really guilty of that, because the events in 
it are so ridiculous that no one, not even a child, could 
possibly confuse them with reality. 


This is one of those plots where a simple misun- 
derstanding that could be cleared up in a few minutes 
snowballs into a farce of epic proportions. It seems that 
through an airport baggage mix-up, Alex Pruitt (Alex D. 
Linz) has unknowingly acquired possession of an inte- 


grated circuit board that ishiddeninsidea remote-control 
toy car. The board is the key to a powerfully destructive 
device that the bad guys need to complete their evil dea! 
The bad guys are four international spies pleyed by Olek 
Krupa, David Thornton, Lenny von Dohlen, and Rya 
Kihlstedt (I list them together, because their characters 
are not really distinguishable from each other). They ere 
armed with state-of-the-art, extremely high-tech com- 
munications and weaponry, and world-class stupidity 

Using their sophisticated intelligence devices, 
they track the board to Alex’s house, and plan to break in 
during the daytime, when no one 1s home. Trouble is, he 
is home, covered with chicken pox. From this point on, 
it’s the same old formula all over again: with incredible 
cunning and almost clarivoyant intuition, Alex fends 
them off time and time again. 

What can I say about this? It’s lame, slepstick 
comedy, just like in the other Home Alone movies. There 
is little characterization; mainly just Alex playing tricks, 
and the bad guys finding various different ways to say 
“ouch.” Linz actually is a very good actor for a little kid,

Farley faced was not proae- 
cuted by the state’s attor- 
ney’s office, because, ac- 
cording to a spokesperson, 
"It does not apply to the 
facts of thia case. Our office 
had instructed the investiga- 
tor that the only criminal vi- 
olation that was appropriate 
was the negligent hunting 
{charge}.” 

In related cases, the 
State dismissed all charges 
against the owners of the 
land where the hunting ac- 
cident occurred. Joseph P. 
Moran, 45, and Charles E. 
Moran, 75, each had initial- 
ly faced charges of making 
a false statement to a police 
officer, conspiring to make 
a false statement to a police 
officer, as well as with ob- 
struction of justice and con- 
spiring to obstruct justice. 

In dismissing the false 
statement charges, the 
state’s attorney's office ex- 
plained that the charges 
were “not appropriate” to 
the actions of the defen- 
dants. It was alleged that 
after Gantz had been shot 
by Farley, the Morans had 
removed Gantz’s gun from 
the scene and possibly 
turned his cap from ita 
blaze orange side in an at- 
tempt to promote their 
story that Gantz was in the 
vicinity taking photographs 
and that the members of 
the hunting party, including 
Farley, would not expect 
him to be in the woods. 

During the course of the 
investigation, these allega- 
tions appeared in print in a

Cumberland Times-News, 
and, according to the Mor- 
ans’ defense attorney Ste- 
ven Friend, were subse- 
quently picked up and re- 
ported by The Baltimore 
Sun and in Kansas newspa- 
pers by the Associated 
Press; however, subsequent 
investigation uncovered the 
falsity of this initial version 
of eventa and the state’s at- 
torney’s office authorized 
the filing of the obstruction 
charges only. 

"We say that the accusa- 
tions that appeared in the 
Cumberland Times-News 
were false and damaging [to 
the Moran family,]" Friend 
stated, following the conclu- 
sion of the court hearing. 

Regarding the Morans’ 
charges, Daryl Walters, as- 
sistant state’s attorney pros- 
ecuting in the District 
Court, explained "Successful 
prosecution of the obstruc- 
tion charges was questioned 
from the start. In preparing 
for trial, my research only 
turned up a lack of similar 
cases in the State. I’m satis- 
fied that these defendants, 
as well as those in the com- 
munity, are now aware that 
the law enforcement com- 
munity will not tolerate any 
interference with criminal 
investigations.” 

Walters concluded that 
“with the Morans establish- 
ing a scholarship fund in 
the name of Scott Gantz 
that will work in conjunc- 
tion with the Hunter Safety 
Program, there has been a 
positive effect from this 
very tragic accident.”

The event could justifiably 
be considered an arts festi- 
val,” Schlosnagle said.

“Last year, the 
promotion council was 


allotted $230,000 by the 
county. We, the arts coun- 
cil, aleo gave money to the 
promotion council to help 
with at least two of its 


events the Highland 
Festival and the Maryland 
State Fiddle Champion- 
ship.” 

He noted that the arts 
council asked to be includ- 
ed in the county budget 
several years ago, but re- 
ceived no answer to its 
request. 

"We didn’t get a yes or 
no, The answer came when 
the budget was announced 
and the arts council simply 
wasn’t on it. A letter would 
have been nice,” he said, 
noting that none of the 
present comnussioners was 
on the board at that time. 

Two years ago, the mem- 
bers asked again. At that 
time, Schlosnagle said, the 
response was more courte- 
ous, and the commissioners 
apparently more supportive 
of the idea. However, the 
request came at a time 


when the county budget was 
strained and the elected 
officials turned it down. 
The council has a budget 
of approximately $63,000, 
generated through grants 
from the state arts council 
($48,284), monies raised at 
the Heritage Craft Fest 
($11,000), dues and dona- 
tions ($2,000), workshop 
fees ($2,000), and earned 
interest ($700). About 
$13,000 of the total goes to 
pay Schlosnagle’ $ part-time 
salary (he is the only paid 
person on the council), and 
the rest is disbursed in 
grants, special projects, 
operating expenses, scholar- 
ships, and instructors’ fees. 
The commissioners,

Garrett County Outdoors 
By Robert Yonke 
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Garrett County hunters waited a whole year for the 
firearm deer season and here it is almost over...closing this 
Saturday. It is no surprise to Garrett County residents that 
deer season is probably Maryland’s most popular hunting 
tradition, with an estimated 100,000 hunters taking to the 
field on opening day. 

Here are some interesting statistics provided by the 
DNR. Deer hunting contributes more than $210 million to 
Maryland’s economy and creates an estimated 3,250 full- 

and part-time jobs across the state. Nine of every 10 hunt- 
ers will be afield during the deer firearm season. And, sev- 
en out of 10 deer hunters use private lands for deer hunt- 
ing. Eighty-six percent of deer taken come from private 
lands. (Many private landowners recognize that deer hunt- 
ing helps manage deer numbers and reduce deer damage 
to agricultural crops and other properties.) In 1996, 39,048 
deer were logged at state game checking stations; similar 
numbers are expected for this year. 

Congratulations to these local hunters who recently met 
success in quest of the whitetail deer. Herb Harvey bagged 
a 12-pointer in the Bethlehem area. We heard this was a 
“big” one. Kenny Collins and Robbie Elliott both got 
eight-point bucks, Kenny near Bethlehem and Robbie in 
the North Hill area. Jack Hinebaugh checked in a 3- 
pointer that he took in the Potomac State Forest. Bill 
Weiss checked an 8-point rack with a 20-inch spread from 
the White Rock area. And a special “attaboy” to Ray 
Wharton for his 6-pointer. 

WHITETAILS UNLIMITED OFFERS SOME 
THOUGHTS ON DEER MANAGEMENT 

We recently received a document from Tom DeBerry, 
president of the Garrett Woods Chapter of Whitetails Un- 
limited, that outlined their suggestions for whitetail man- 
agement. Their concerns are that hunting practices are be- 
ing threatened in Maryland and they have presented their 
position for positive game management. Here is a synop- 
sis. 

1. Game management is best left to professional biolo- 
gists. This in opposition to using licenses as revenue pro- 
ducing tools or responding to opponents of hunting. Also, 
regional plans should be the basis of bonus stamps, etc. 

2. Generally, there is over-hunting of whitetails...with 
bow season, muzzleloader season, extended rifle season, 
doe season, etc. They would prefer that the seasons be 
limited with each group conceding some time from their 
preferred season and that harvest limitations be scaled 
back. 

3. Crop damage permits are being distributed too lib- 
erally. They suggest that no permits be issued to landown- 
ers not permitting hunting on their property and that crop 
damage be demonstrated to be a problem. 

4. The group suggests limiting property owner liability 
regarding hunters on their property, and they would en- 
courage youth participation by providing more opportuni- 
ties for attendance at hunter safety courses needed to get 
a license. The Garrett Woods group does not condone im- 
porting predators for deer population control nor the al- 
lowing of spotlighting for removal of deer by farmers nor 


the idea to charge a fee for hunting on public land. And, 
they question why no one residing west of Hagerstown is 
on the state’s game management steering committee.

CAUTION FOR HUNTERS FIELD DRESSING DEER 

Indiana University of Pennsylvania has been conducting 
research on the presence of human erlichiosis in black 
bear and deer, and, as part of that, have concluded that 
certain cautions are warranted. 

Human erlichiosis, similar to Lyme disease and trans- 
mitted by the same tick, often spreads faster and is harder 
to detect. In early stages, symptoms are a high fever, 
headache, muscle soreness, rash, and nausea or vomiling. 
In advanced cases, the symptoms are more severe and 
may result in death. To date, there have been over 400 
cases reported in 30 states and nine fatalities. 

Recent studies have shown that ticks acquire the path- 
ogens when feeding on reservoir hosts such as the white- 
tail deer, The chance of exposure via deer blood is ex- 
ceedingly small; however, as a precaution, researchers 
recommend that hunters wear rubber gloves when field

Hunters Take 
12,757 Deer 
On Opening Day 


Department of Natural 
Resourcea Secretary John 
R. Griffin announced this 
week that the preliminary 
results indicate that Mary- 
land firearm deer hunters 
took 12,757 deer on the 
opening day of the firearm 
season, Saturday, Nov. 29. 

“Weather across the 
state, although a little 
warm, was good this year, 
and hunters did well on 
opening day,” Griffin said. 
"Firearms deer hunting will 
provide more than 440,000 
days of recreational oppor- 
tunity for Maryland deer 
hunters during the two- 
week Maryland firearms 
season this year, a 29 per- 
cent increase over the last 
10 years." 

The preliminary opening 
day firearms harvest of 
12,757 deer was approxi- 
mately two percent less 
than last year’s opening day. 
The five leading counties 
for 1997 were: Allegany, 
1,229; Frederick, 1,173; 
Washington, 1,101; Garrett, 
958; and Dorchester, 776. 

Junior deer hunters har- 
vested a record 1,654 deer 
on Maryland’s Youth Deer 
Hunt (Nov. 15) according 
to preliminary figures, 
which is an 18 percent in- 
crease over the same day 
last year. The five leading 
counties for 1997 Youth 
Deer Hunt were: Garrett, 
333; Allegany, 203; Wash- 
ington, 181; Frederick. 136; 
and Dorchester, 90. 

This one-day hunt for 
junior hunters marks the 
third youth hunting day, 
which was created to en- 
courage adult instruction 
and supervision of young 
deer hunters. "Deer hunt- 
ing, like other outdoor ac- 
tivities, requires a period of 
learning, including extensive 
knowledge of deer biology, 
marksmanship, weapons 
safety, and ethical behav- 
ior,” Griffin said. 


"Firearm deer hunting 
plays a major role in the 
management of Maryland’s 
healthy deer resource. Deer 
hunting, a tool of modern 
wildlife management, helps 
to maintain deer popula- 
tions at levels compatible 
with their habitat,” he add- 
ed. 


Turkey Season 
Results Noted; 
Garrett Leads 


Department of Natural 
Resources Secretary John 
R. Griffin has announced 
the results of the 1997 fall 
turkey season. 
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“The 1997 harvest was 
close to that of 1996. A to- 
tal of 359 turkeys were re- 
ported harvested this fall, 
slightly more than 1996’s to- 
tal of 349 turkeys,” Griffin 
said. “Heavy rains occurred 
during the last Saturday of 
the season, which may have 
kept the harvest somewhat 
lower." 

Garrett County led the 
way with 169 turkeys re- 
ported harvested, Allegany 
County reported 159 tur- 
keys, and Washington 
County reported 31 turkeys 
harvested. The fall turkey 
season has been relatively 
the same length since 1991, 
and has had an average har- 


vest of 439 turkeys, ranging 
from 349 to a high of 570, 
"One good reproductive: 
year will result in highes 
populations and a higher 
fall harvest,” Griffin said. * 

Wild turkey populations 
continue to flourish in west- 
ern Maryland. Although 
acomm crops are extremely 
rare this fall, other crops 
should carry turkey popula- 
tions through the winter in 
good shape. However, pro- 
longed and heavy snowfall 
could impact turkey popula- 
tions this winter, Griffiif 
explained, adding that it is 
anticipated that adequate 
numbers of turkeys will be 
available for next spring's 
gobbler season.

Alzheimer’s .Disease: Devastating 
To Family Members As Caregivers 


Part Three In A Series 
by Peggy Santamana 


Alzheimer’s disease robs 
a person of memories of 
family members and friends, 
experiences and plans, and 
of abilities to perform sim- 
ple functions and daily 
tasks. 

The family member who 
takes on the role of care- 
giver to an Alzheimer’s pa- 
tient assumes responsibili- 
ties that can cause great 
stress, and strain the bonds 
of familial love. Devoted 
spouses, children, and sib- 
lings of patients face the 
challenge of providing care 
24 hours a day. 

Two previous segments 
of this feature have present- 
ed the stories of husbands 


caring tor wives and their 
coping with changes in the 
marital relationships that 
result from the devastations 
of Alzheimer’s. In both 
cases, husbands spoke of 
devotion and loving interac- 
tions with life-long compan- 
ions. 

Another caregiver shares 
a story of a very different 
type of family relationship 
tested by the progression of 
Alzheimer’s disease.

adult woman raising her 
children, she lived many 
hundreds of miles away 
from her mother and father. 
There had never been a 
close bond between mother 
and daughter and so the 
distance was not uncomfort- 
able for Elaine. 

As her parents aged, her 
father’s health deteriorated. 
At one point Elaine’s broth- 
er contacted her and said 
she was needed to care for 
their father. 

That was about a decade 
ago. Since that time, her 
father has passed away. 
Remaining in the hcuse 
now are Elaine and her 
mother. 

Her mother’s diagnosis 
of Alzheimer’s/dementia 
was made about three years 
ago. Elaine had jong sus- 
pected as much. "I knew 
there was something wrong,

for a long, long time," she 
said. She spoke of her mo- 
ther’s often erratic behav- 
iors or unkind words. 

A relationship, strained 
as it was during Elaine's 
early life, became more 
difficult with each passing 
day and year. Her mother's 
inappropriate behaviors 
grew into demonstrations of 
anger and accusations often 
aimed at Elaine. 

In other moments, her 
mother could enter into 
superficial conversations 
with a visitor, though later, 
Elaine would learn that her 
mother had no idea with 
whom she was speaking. 
Often she believed Elaine 
to be her own sister. 

Then came another blow. 
Her mother had a stroke. 
What had been a mental 
and emotional strain on the 
Caregiver took on a crushing 
physical aspect. Elaine 
found herself provider of all 
of her mother needs. “I 
dress her, feed her, change 
diapers. She cannot get out 
of bed,” she explained. 

"She is physically and 
mentally dependent upon 
me now,” Elaine said. And 
this job is one that knows 
no days off. “There’s no 
Monday, there’s no Friday 
to this; there’s no let-up," 
she said. 

Elaine’s mother began to 
go to Mtn. Glade Medical 
Day Care. “They are just 
wonderful there,” she said. 
Elaine said she felt that 
without those hours away 
from the heavy demands of 
providing care, she would 


surcly not be able to stand 
it. 

There are still many 
hours per week that the two 
women are alone in the 
home. “Sometimes I need 
someone to lean on,” Elaine 
said. 

Facing what many Care- 
givers do, Elaine expends 
energy daily and exerts 
herself on behalf of one 
who is unable to offer 
thanks and appreciation in 
return. "There is a lot of 
frustration in doing this,” 
she said. "It is very difficult, 
but it is worthwhile,” she 
reflected. 

Elaine states very firmly 
that she wants to keep her 
mother at home and take 
advantage of support servic- 
es when she needs them. 

Some days she grows 
weary and lonely. “I've al- 
ways thought of myself as a 
strong person but some- 
times I think I will crum- 
ble," she said. Elaine relics 
strongly on her faith for the 
support she needs spiritual- 
ly to face the demands and 
insults of each day. "I just 
know I couldn’t do this with 
without God's help,” she 
said with certainty.

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Global Climate 
Treaty Talks 
Held In Kyoto 


Representatives from 
more than 160 nations 
gathered in Kyoto, Japan, 
last week for talks on a 
proposed climate change 
treaty. The talks concluded 
yesterday. 

American farmers and 
ranchers had much at stake 
as international representa- 
tives hammered out the de- 
tails of the pact. The Amer- 
ican Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion fears potential results 
of the talks could prove 
harmful to the economic 
future of America’s farmers 
and ranchers. 

Several proposals for 
reducing so-called green- 
house gas emissions to 1990 
levels--in some cases far 
bekw--were on the table. 
American negotiators have 
called for racheting back to 
and stabilizing emissions at 
1990 levels by 2008-2012, 
but the Japanese proposed 
going beyond that target to 
a5 percent reduction below 
1990 levels by the same 
time period. Other propos- 
als reached way beyond, 
with the European Union 
calling for a IS percent 
reduction in emissions by 
2010 and the group of 77 
developing nations urged a 
35 percent reduction by 
2020. 

With new proposals 
floating around the Kyoto 
talks, some observers ques- 
tioned whether an agree- 
ment would be reached. 
Although differences on 
reduction levels appear to 
be all over the map, tre- 
mendous international 
pressure will continue to 
build and a compromise 
document of some kind 
likely will emerge from the 


Kyoto talks, according to 
AFBF. 

"All of the proposals that 
have been offered so far, 
including that of the 
Clinton administration, 
would severely hurt U.S.

agriculture,” said AFBF 
President Dean Kleckner. 

Kleckner cited a study on 
the impacts of the proposed 
treaty compiled by Sparks 
Companies, a Memphis, 
Tenn., agricultural consult- 
ing company. The study, 
according to  Kleckner, 
forecasts a significant hike 
in farm production costs, 
which translates into a drop 
in farm income. The analy- 
sis also forecast reduced 
U.S. farm exports and high- 
er food costs for consumers, 
especially poorer ones. 

“This is the second major 
study that outlines the 
severe effects higher energy 
costs will impose on agricul- 
ture,” Kleckner said. A 
study released earlier this 
fall by AFBF economists 
said the treaty would cause 
at least a 24 percent loss in 
net farm income. Impacts 
would vary by commodity. 
Net profits for corn growers 
could be slashed by 23-51 
percent, depending on the 
amount of the fuel tax 
required by the treaty. Net 
profits for hog producers 
could be reduced 40-85 
percent. 


Hired Workers, 
Wages 5% Above 
A Year Ago 


There were 1.29 million 
hired workers on the 
nation’s farms and ranches 
during the week of October 
12-18, 1997, up 5% from a 
year ago. There were 1.03 
million workers hired di- 
rectly by farm operators. 
Agricultural service employ- 
ees on farms and ranches 
made up the remaining 


283,000 workers. Migrant 
workers accounted for 
11.2% of the hired work- 
force. 

Farm operators paid 
their hired workers an 
average wage of $7.31 per 
hour during the October 
1997 survey week, up 34 
cents from a year earlier. 
Field workers received an 
average of $6.94 per hour, 
up 36 cents.

Meat Irradiation 
Decision Favored 


By Farm Bureau 


The Food and Drug 
Administration _ recently 
approved the use of irradia- 
tion on red meat, following 
a study that determined the 
process is safe for consum- 
ers, reduces disease-causing 
microbes and does not 
compromise the nutritional 
quality of treated products. 
Farm Bureau supports the 
decision. 

Irradiation, which already 
was approved for use on 
poultry, fruits and vegeta- 
bles, and spices, involves 
exposing food products to 
small doses of gamma rays 
or X-rays to kill pathogens 
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and bacteria that cause 
food-borne illness. The 
process has proved effective 
at controlling E. coli and 
salmonella and is endorsed 
by the American Medical 
Association and the World 
Health Organization. FDA 
is quick to note, however, 
that irradiation is a "com- 
plement to, not a replace- 
ment for, proper food-han- 
dling practices by produc- 
ers, processors and consum- 
ers.” 

American Farm Bureau 
Federation President Dean 
Kleckner called the FDA 
decision “very good news 
for livestock producers, the 
red meat industry and con- 
sumers.” Kleckner noted 
that the decision issued last 
week will take a year or 
more to implement, but 
once the technology is fully 
online, irradiation will dra- 
matically help protect con- 
sumers from food-borne 
illness, he said. 

"The use of irradiation to 
help protect the public 
health is not a ‘magic 
bulle’ bul it is auother 
valuable tool in our food 
safety arsenal,” Kleckner 
said. "Irradiation is an excit- 
ing technology that has 
already been approved for a 
broad range of uses and 
now that process can be 
extended to beef, pork and 
lamb." 

The FDA decision was in 
response to a petition filed 
in 1994 requesting the ap- 
proval of irradiation for 
meat products. The move 
also comes on the heels of 
several high-profile cases of 


E. coli-contaminated beef. 
Irradiation approval is 
another step in what the 
Clinton administration calls 
a concerted effort to edu- 
cate the public about food 
safety. Officials say the 
technique also will compli- 
ment implementation of 
mandatory Hazard Analysis 
and Critical Control Point 
safety programs at seafood, 
meat and poultry processing 
plants. 

Food irradiation is a 
relatively simple and inex- 
pensive process that was 
developed in the 1950s. 
Experts regard the tech- 
nique as much more effec- 
tive than steam pasteuriza- 
tion or sterilizing rinses, 
which only kill food-borne 
bacteria on the surface of 
products. Irradiation pene- 
trates meat to kill any inter- 
nal bacteria present and the 
process can be effectively 
used on packaged products. 
More than 35 countries 
world-wide use irradiation. 

The agriculture depart- 
ment will take the lead role 
in altering regulations over 
the next few months to 
allow the implementation of 
irradiation. 


Report Presented 
On Maryland 
Milk Production 


Maryland dairy operators 
produced 335 _ million 
pounds of milk during the 
July-September quarter, up 
4% from the same quarter 
a year earlier. The number 
of milk cows increased to 
86,000 head from the 85,000 
head of a year earlier. Yield 
per cow at 3,895 pounds 
increased 107 pounds, from 
a year earlier. Farmers fed 
an average of 16.5 pounds 
of grains and concentrates 
to each cow on October 1, 
1997, up 3.5 pounds from 


last year. In 1997 the value 
of this feed was $10.80 
compared with $10.20 in 
1996. 

The quarterly production 
of milk for the U.S. was 39 
billion pounds, 3.5% above 
the July-September period 
last year. The average num- 
ber of milk cows in the U.S. 
during the July-September 


quarter was 9.25 million 
head 01 AMM hand lace than 





the same period last year. 
Grain and other concen- 
trates fed to milk cows on 
October 1, 1997, averaged 
18.7 pounds, up 0.7 pounds 
from October 1, 1996, but 
down 0.3 pounds from July 
1, 1997. The value of grain 
and other concentrates fed 
to milk cows on October 1, 
1997, averaged $8.51 per 
hundredweight, $1.02 less 
than on October 1, 1996.

ranged the sale as part of 
their ongoing effort to 
improve the genetic blood- 
lines of sheep in Trinidad 
and Tobago. The average 
price of a Katahdin sheep is 
$750 delivered. 

"This sale of sheep is 
another example of how 
Maryland agricultural prod- 
ucts are finding their way 
more and more frequently 
into the export market. This 
is good for our state’s farm- 
ers,” Riley said. 

The Barbados Black 
Belly Sheep, which is com- 
mon throughout the Carib- 
bean, weighs about 150 
pounds at maturity. In 
comparison, the Katahdin 





averages 270 pounds and is 
a much meatier breed of 
sheep. Livestock farmers in 
Trinidad and Tobago will 
use the Katahdin as breeder 
stock. By crossbreeding the 
Katahdins with the indige- 
nous Barbados Black Belly, 
the farmers will improve 
their sheeps’ genetic bkood- 
lines and weight in an eco- 
nomical manner. 

Several of the Katahdin 
sheep will be included in a 
research program at the 
University of the West 
Indies. The University is 
interested in documenting 
the genetic superiority of 
the Katahdin and will be 
using sheep purchased from 
Debnam Sales & Exports in 
their evaluation process. 

"We are also working 
closely with government 
officials in the Dominican 
Republic and will be con- 
ducting a trade mission to 
Santo Domingo in February 
to promote the sale of 
Maryland livestock,” Riley 
said. 


New Agriculture 


Data On The Way 


The Census of Agricul- 
ture for 1997 is now under- 
way. The Maryland Agricul- 
ture Statistics Service will 
be contacting every farm 
Operator in the state during 
the next few months to 
collect complete informa- 
tion for development of a 
profile of the agriculture 
taking place in each Mary- 
land county. 

This information will 
provide new insights into 
the current situation for 
comparison with 1992 and 
census years. A census of 
agriculture is conducted 
once every five years. It is 
the only source of relatively 
complete information de- 
scribing the spectrum of 
agriculture activities in the 
counties. 

As part of the census, 
data relating to specialty 
crops and livestock as well 
as the major crops are 
collected, summarized, and 
published. Demographic 
data relating to farm opera- 
tors and operations, farm 
value, income, acreage, 
inventories of crops and 
livestock, etc. provide a 
current profile for analysis 
of trends in the business of 
agriculture in each county 
in the state. 

With the information 
generated by this data col- 
lection process, local people

Toys For Kids 


Christmas shopping sug- 
~ gestions with an eye to- 
wards protecting the vision 
of children are available in 
“Tips for Choosing Safe 
Toys,” a free factsheet pub- 
lished by the Maryland So- 
ciety for Sight. 

“Too many people don’t 
know what safety features 
to look for when purchasing 
toys,” said Kathleen M. 
Curtin, executive director of 
the organization. “That's 
one reason why toys now 
rank as the number one 
cause of eye injuries in chil- 
dren." 

Last year, over 14,000 
eye injuries resulting from 
accidents with toys were 
treated in hospital emergen- 
cy rooms. Ninety percent of 
these eye ‘accidents were 
preventable, according to 
the Society for Sight. 

Among the tips that can 
protect the eyesight of both 
children and adults are the 
following: avoid toys that 
shoot or include parts which 
fly off; inspect toys for 
sound construction; avoid 
purchasing toys with small 
parts for young children; 
read the instructions and 
the suggested age level; and 
look for the letters ASTM, 
which indicates that the 
product meets the national 
safety standards set by the 
American Society for Test- 
ing and Materials.

3D) Prevention Month.

experiment within the mem- 
ory of the calculator. Once 
completed, participants 
were able to generate and 
customize graphs of these 
data.

A CALCULATOR-BASED WORKSHOP, sponsored by the Regional Education Ser- 
vice Agency and held at Allegany College of Maryland In Cumberland, was attended 
by school teachers from Garrett and Allegany counties. The purpose of the workshop 
was to provide teachers with the ability to Incorporate the uae of a graphing calculator 
Into their various lessons and classroom applications. Pictured from left above, stand- 
ing, are Northern High School teachers Michelle Harman, Lizabeth McDowell, Brian 
Price, and Paul Miller.

part in various phases of 
the demonstration as they 
tried to more their bodies 
so that the plot would 
match a given set of data. 

In the afternoon session, 
participants formed two 
groups and rotated between 
two concurrent sessions: 
“Making Waves,” which uses 
the CBL microphone, and 
"Monitoring Your Heart,” 
which uses the CBL heart- 
rate monitor. “Making 
Waves” is a middle school 
activity which requires stu- 
dents to tune a soda bottle 
so it will resonate at a given 
frequency. Participants 
achieved this goal by print- 
ing out a picture of the 
sound wave produced by 
blowing across the top of a 
soda bottle, which was mon- 
itored by the CBL and plot- 
ted on the TI-82. Once 
printed by interfacing with a 
computer, the participants 
measured the wavelength 
and calculated the-frequen- 
cy of the wave. Soda bot- 
tles were tuned by measur- 
ing water and adding to the 
soda bottle. 

"Monitoring Your Heart” 
involved comparing heart 
rates before and after doing 
various activities such as 
eating chocolate, drinking 


caffeinated sodas, and mild 
exercise. Participants were 
able to measure heart rate 
and conclude the effects of 
these activities on heart rate 
and overall health. Empha- 
sis on each activity was the 
ease of how these activities 
can be replicated in the 
classroom with students. 

The presenters gave 
helpful tips throughout the 
course of their presenta- 
tions in the morning and 
afternoon. For example, 
when first learning to use 
the 11-82, it was recom- 
mended that teachers have 
students clear the memory 
before starting to run pro- 
grams or generate graphs. 
This allows every student to 
start at the same place and 
all settings of the calculator 
are the same. This elimi- 
nates many of the problems 
students and teachers face 
while they are first learning 
to use the TI-82 graphing 
calculator. Another example 
given, concerning the sonic 
motion probe, was that very 
thin students do not have 
enough surface area for the 
sound waves to bounce back 
to the probe. Therefore, 
teachers were instructed on 
how to overcome this prob- 
lem by having students hold 
a piece of poster board in 
front of them as they move 
in front of the sonic motion 
detector. 

The intent of the work- 
shop is for teachers to take 
away with them the ability 
to incorporate science ap- 
plications using the TI-82 
calculator into their class- 
rooms with their students. 
Frank Peto, executive direc- 
tor of RESA, stated, "Based 
on the evaluation results, 
the objective of the work- 
shop was realized. Teachers 
will be able to replicate 
these activities in their 
classrooms.” 

Funding for the calcula- 
tor-based laboratory work- 
shop was provided through 
the CREST Program, a fed- 
erally funded effort through 
the Maryland Higher Edu- 
cation Commission and 
Prince George’s Community

Beckground Scripture: 
1 John 3 

Devotional Reading: 
Miceh 4: 1-7; $:2-4 

The First Epistle of John reads 
more like a musice! score then a 
letter, weause or sermon. As ina 
piece of senous music, | John hes 
a number of themes thet recur 
throughout. like musical ideas 
woven into the febric of the com- 
position. Eech ume he bnngs beck 
a theme. he modifies 1 or devel- 
ops it further. 

In 1 John 2:9 the wnier warned 
us: “He who seys he 1s in the light 
and hates his brother is in the derk- 
ness sull.” Now. in 1 John 3 he 
comes beck to this theme. seying: 
“Any one who hates his brother is 
amurderer, and you know thai no 
murderer has eternal life abiding 
m hun” (3:15). 

This 1s strong languege! Is the 
wnier oversteting the case? Can't 
we hate our brother without mur- 
denng him? 

Of cotese. there are lots ot peopie 
who hete without commiting acts 
of murder. Legally, yes, the pro- 
nouncement in | John 3:15 is an 
overstatement. But morelly—and 
legality and morality are not nec- 
essenly the seme—the wnier of 
this episde is on firmer ground. He 
sees love and hate on the spintual. 
rather then legal level. Love gives 
life: “We know we have pessed out 
of death into life, because we love 
the brethren” (3:14@). And Jesus 
demonstrated this supremely: “By 
this we know love. that he laid 
down his life for us; end we ought 
to lay down our lives for the breth- 
ren” (3:16). 

SPIRITUAL DEATH 

Conversely, hate—or in its less 
virulent torm. leck of love—tekes 
life. “He who does not love re- 
mains in death” (3:14b). We may 
not actuelly murder someone. but 
hele aways mekes us an eccom- 
plice. Hawred creates a climate 
within which murder eventueilv

Little children, let 
us not love in word or speech but 
in deed and in truth” (3:17.18). 

CLOSING YOUR HEART 

O.K.. you don t have to actually 
hate someone: closing your heart 
against another has the same effect. 
If you see someone in need whom 
you cen help and you don’t do it. 
you qualify for the judgment. Not 
to open your heen to someone in 
need 1s a sin. (0O—a Very senous 
one. And here he catches us ail. 
doesn't he? 

One of the most disturbing things 
| see in our society today 1s the 
mushroonung disdein which we 
the ‘haves’ feel and display to the 

have-nots.’ | don’t hear people 
verbalizing neked hetred for the 
poor and needy, but what | do hear 
and see fits neatly into the category 
of iiranonal hosulity. We blame the 
poor for their poverty, the needy 
for their needs. the helpless for 
their helplessness. When we ‘‘see 
a brother in need.” the responee | 
John cells for is one of compas- 
sionate, giving love. not hosulity 
and disdain. 

Unfortunately, much as it hurts 
those on whose needs we (urn our 
backs. we are the ones who are hurt 
the most bv our tailure to love. It 
\$ easv (o “love in word or speecn.” 
hut we are called to love. not with 
words. Dut “in deed and in tnath.”

Tax Increase 


The Maryland Children’s 
Initiative this week called 
for a $1.50 increase in 
Maryland’s cigarette tax to 
reduce teen smoking and 


provide over $300 million nity and Emergency Servic- 


per year to fund pro-child 
programs. 

The initiative, which 
includes the Smoke Free 
Maryland Coalition, the 
Safe and Sound Campeign, 
Maryland State Teachers 
Association and Advocates 
for Children and Youth, 
pledged to fight for the tax 
increase and alert voters in 
the 1998 state elections on 
how all state candidates 
stand on this issue. The 
initiative plans to have at 
least 100 organizations sign 
the attached endorsement 
resolution by January 14, 
1998, the opening day of 
the 1998 Maryland General 
Assembly session. 

According to Dr. Joseph 
Adams, president of Smoke 
Free Maryland, "This is the 
first time in the nation that 
a $1.50 cigarettc tax in- 
crease is being seriously 
proposed at the state level. 
It is also the first time in 
Maryland that such power- 
ful and important organiza- 
tions have come together to 
make this a priority issue." 

Dr. Adams read a letter 
from former Surgeon Gen- 
eral and Maryland resident 
Dr. C. Everett Koop, enthu- 
siastically endorsing the 
initiative. Dr. Koop said, 
"Maryland can be the very 
first state to demonstrate 
the leadership to seriously 
consider the kind of ciga- 
rette tax increase which will 
really make a difference in 
reducing teen smoking.” 

Karl Pence, president of 
the Maryland State Teach- 
ers Association, announced 
that the over 40,000 mem- 
ber state teachers union 
would work hard to enact 
the initiative. Pence seid, 
“We will help mobilize the 
more than 70% of Mary- 
land voters who support in- 
creasing the cigarette tax to 
fund programs such as im- 
proving reading in public 
schools." 


Jan Jackson executive 
director of Advocates for 
Children and Youth, also 
pledged strong support for 
the initiative from the 
state’s leading child advoce- 
cy organization, stating, “By 
raising the cigarette tex, we 
can help keep kids off cige- 
rettes and afford necessary 
programs such as after 
school activities for stu- 
dents.” 

Selwyn Ray, director of 
organizing for the Safe and 
Sound Campaign (a city- 
wide movement to ensure 
that children grow up sefe 
and healthy in Baltimore 
City) noted that the tax 
gives the right message to 
our young people, saying, 
“Young people are eager to 
make correct decisions 
regarding their health. The 
Campaign will support their 
efforts to educate the com- 









munity on the preventive 
bencfita of the tex and 
ensure thet candidates for 
elected office know whet 
the community wants.”

For Cooperation 
In Smart Growth 


Speaking to a national 
conference on Smart 
Growth issues, Md. 
Governor Parris N. 
Glendening this week called 
on homebuilders, develop- 
ers, environmentalists, 
community leaders and 
public officials to work 
together to develop more 
cost efficient and environ- 
mentally sensitive patterns 
of land development. 

“We all must be partners 
in this effort if we are to 
improve the quality of life 
for all our citizens and for 
ourselves,” the governor 
said during a luncheon 


keynote address to the 
"Partners for Smart 
Growth" conference 


co-sponsored by the Urban 
Land Institute and U.S 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

“We can no longer afford 

to simply say, ‘Not in my 
back yard.’ It is time for 
community leaders to sit 
down with builders and talk 
constructively about making 
designated growth areas 
\work,” the governor said. 
' Gov, Glendening suggest- 
‘ed that local governments 
‘adopt innovative ways “to 
‘encourage sensible growth 
'- not to stop growth -- but 
‘to nurture it and channel it 
in ways that work for both 
‘the community and the 
developer.” 

For example, he said it 
may be time for local gov- 
ernments to re-evaluate 
old-style subdivision regula- 
tions to see if they are 
not -- inadvertently -- the 
cause of some of our land 
use problems. 

The governor is the chief 
architect of Maryland's 
Smart Growth and Neigh- 
borhood Conservation 
initiative, which has _ re- 
ceived national acclaim 
since being enacted by the 
General Assembly in April. 

That program is designed 
to protect farms, forests and 
other valuable natural re- 
sources from development, 
in part, by targeting state 
assistance''to older towns 
and cities and kcally desig- 
nated growth areas where 
the infrastructure is in place 
(or planned) to support it. 

"We are well aware that 
land development and 
homebuilding are profit-ma- 
king enterprises,” the gover- 
nor said, "so we need to

"If we do not take steps 
to change our growth pat- 
terns, the beautiful state 
that we all love will be 
nothing more than a beauti- 
ful memory -- a memory 
that our children will never 
share.” 


Gun Violence 
Bill Results 
Please Governor 


Preliminary indications 
show that Maryland’s gun 
laws are starting to show 
positive results, according to 
a press release from the 
office of Governor Parris N. 
Glendening. He and Lieu- 
tenant Governor Kathleen 
Kennedy Townsend recently 
were shown the more than 
250 handguns recovered by 
Maryland State Police, and 
both officials said that gun 
violence 1eduction “must 
continue to be a priority.” 

The governor and Town- 
send were briefed by Mary- 
land State Police Superin- 
tendent Colonel David B. 
Mitchell about gun traffick- 
ing investigations and gun 
violence reduction efforts in 
Maryland. 

“These guns are a graph- 
ic indication of the poten- 
tial for death and serious 
injury that has been in the 
neighborhoods and on the 
streets and highways of 
Marvland.” Glendening said. 
“The Gun Violence Act has 
becn in effect for only a 


little more than a year, and 
we are already seeing prom- 
ising signs that indicate it 
will accomplish its intended 
purpose. But we can take 
nothing for granted. It is 
too soon to draw full con- 
clusions. We must continue 
an all-out effort to make 
sure we do everything we 
can to eliminate Maryland 
as a gun source for sur- 
rounding jurisdictions, re- 
duce the availability of 
handguns for Maryland 
criminals, and contribute to 
the reduction of violent 
crime.” 

"The Gun Violence Act 
is a critical piece of our 
comprehensive strategy to 
build safer communities,” 
said Townsend. 

Because of Maryland’s 
one-gun-per-month law, 
multiple purchase gun sales 
have dropped by 80 per- 
cent, according to the gov- 
ernor. Multiple purchases 
were frequently used by 
those participating in straw 
purchases that provided 
guns to criminals. 

Dramatic results have 
been seen in the number of 
guns recovered in Washing- 
ton, D.C., that had been 
obtained in a multiple pur- 
chase sale from a Maryland 
gun dealer. No Maryland 
multiple purchase guns have 
been recovered in the capi- 
tal city so far in 1997, com- 
pared to 12 in 1995 and 20 
in 1996. 

Police in Baltimore City 
are also noting a decline in 
the number of handguns 
recovered there in the past 
year. From October 1995 
through September 1996, 
police recovered and traced 
934 pistols and revolvers. 
During the same period in 
1997, police recovered and 
traced 623 handguns.

A. O'Neill let her trademark to the 
Kewpie design lapse in 1913. She 
tried to get new rights in 1936 but did 
not. By then, many companies were 
making Kewpies. 

Borfeldt made bisque dolls. 
Krueger nude cloth dolls. A celluloid 
Japanese doll was being made. 

In 1941, Borfeldt sold its rights to 
O'Neill, and she was able to use her 
designs for dolls again. 

These days, you can find legal and 
illegal Kewpies of many kinds. 

There are toys, games, cartoons, 
candy boxes, gum, clothes, cameras, 
garters, children’s dishes, combs, 
brushes, textiles, stationery and 
leather items. There was a Kewpie 
powder, soap and even a laxative. 
Labels were made for grapes, toma- 
toes and canned fmuits, vegetables 
and meats.

A major economic devel- 
opment project in Garrett 
County ie moving another 
step forward, thanks to ae- 
sistence from the state of 
Maryland. Governor Parris

After Busting His Bronc, Accident’s 
Brenneman Is World Rodeo Champion

The mountaintop towns 
of western Maryland are 
not ordinarly the setting 
that one would think would 
produce a world champ- 
anion rodeo contestant, but 
Accident has done just that. 
Last month, Steve Bren- 
neman took honors as the 
1997 World Champion 
Bareback Bronc rider at the 
American Professional 
Rodeo  Association’s 
(APRA) American Finals 
Rodeo championship at the 
Harrisburg, Pa., Farm Show 
Arena. 

Brenneman, 27, has 
qualified for the American 
Finals Rodeo six of the last 
eight years. In order to 
qualify, a contestant must 
earn enough points over the 
previous year to be one of 
the top 12 contestants in his 
or her event. Each dollar 
earned through mt the year 
counts one pois. 

After traveling to over 50 
rodeos throughout the sea- 
son, Brenneman came into 
the finals with a $1,338 lead 
over second-place Fred 
Backlas of Warsaw, N.Y. 
With a possible $5,000 up 
for grabs in go-round and 
average money, the champi- 


onship was still undecided. 
In the Harrisburg competi- 
tion, Backlas placed second 
in the average but Brenne- 
man beld onto the lead that 
he carried into the finals, 
and took the championship 
by over $600. 

For his efforts, Brenne- 
man will be presented a 
gold buckle and new saddle 
at the awards banquet to be 
held in Gettysburg, Pa. in 
March. He also received a 
pair of boots from Double 
H Boots, sponsors of the 
AFR, and a shirt from Ro- 
deo Weaponry. 

Brenneman was bred to 
ride from an early age. "My 
father would take me to the 
rodeos and horse shows 
while I was growing up,” he 
said. “We always had horses 
at home. I had at least six I 
could call my own.” He 
knew as a young boy that 
bareback horscriding was 
his destiny. "When I was 
little, it was my favorite 
event. I liked the bulls too, 
but the horses really is what 
I loved the most. I never 
wanted my feet in the stir- 
rups when riding a bronc so 
I went for bareback. Be- 
sides, it’s the most physical-

MSPAP. Scores Released 
GC Schools Ranked In Top 10; 
Defy Odds; Some Scores Down 


Garrett County Schools 
were rated eighth statewide 
in overall scores in the 
Maryland Student Perfor- 
mence Assessment Program 
(MSPAP). This standing 
contradicts statistical data 
indicating that schools with 
a high percentage of stu- 
dents on subsidized lunch 
programs fail to do well on 
this testing. 

Results of the tests were 
discussed at a meeting of 
Garrett County Board of 
Education administrators 
and school principals yester- 
day. 

Third, fifth, and eighth 
grade students participated 
in the battery of MSPAP 
tests designed to gauge the 
effectivenesr of the state’s 
school systems in educating

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Baltimore Man Pleads Guilty To 
Assault, Burglary; PSI Ordered 


A Baltimore man who 
haa been accuaed of causing 
life-threatening injuries to a 
local 8-month-old girl over 
the summer has entered 
guilty pleas to the charges 
of assault. Jerry A. Helms 
Jr., 28, faced numerous 
charges in Garrett County 
Circuit Court of child abuse 
and assault, as well as bur- 
glary offenses.

GCC Sets Reduced 
Tuition For High 
School Students 


Garrett Community Col- 
lege has announced a fifty 
percent reduction for high 
school students who enroll 
in college credit courses at 
the college, according to 
Director of Enrolhnent De- 
velopment Joan Crawford. 
“This new policy will make 
it possible for high school 
students to get a head start 
on their college education 
at a considerable savings,” 
she said. 

The new policy, effective 
beginning with the spring 
1998 semesicr, permits a 
high school student who is 
at least 16 years of age to 
take up to cight credits in 
one semester at one-half of 
the current tuition rate for 
Garrett County residents. 
The reduced tuition applies 
to students who are in a 
home schooling program as 
well as those attending high 
school. Students will pay 
the $15 fee-and any course 
fees that may apply, but will 
not pay the student activi- 
ties fee or the general in- 
Struction fee. 

“The reduced tuition for 
a three-credit course based 
on the current rate will be 
under $100,” Crawford said 
as she outlined the policy.

According to an ARC 
spokesperson, blood sup- 
plies are almost always low 
during holiday periods, so 
persons are particularly 
urged this time of year to 
respond to the bloodmobile 
visit. There is also a patient 
currently being treated at 
Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital who had used ap- 
proximately 10 units of O 
negative blood by Wednes- 
day morning and is in need 
of more. However, all types 
of blood are needed. 

An added feature to 
Monday’s bloodmobile will 
be the awarding of coupons 
to donors by a local busi- 
ness. Bodyworks at Trader’s 
Landing, Deep Creek Lake, 
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will award $3 and $5 cou- 
pons for services, which are 
being donated by 
Umbel, stylist, and Lisa 
Parrack, nail technician. 

The canteen for the 
bloodmobile visit is being 
sponsored by the Junior 
Woman’s Civic Club. 

Persons who are at least 
17 years of age, weigh at 
least 110 pounds, and are in 
generally good health are 
usually eligible to give 
blood. The process normally 
takes no more than one 
hour. Each unit of blood 
that is donated is tested, 
processed into components, 
and can aid as many as 
three or four patients, ac- 
cording to the spokesper- 
son.

THE ABOLITION OF CHRISTMAS 

Oliver Cromwell is alive and well. "So what?" you say, 
“and besides, who is he agyway?" His natural tite Fell be- 
tween 1599 and 1658, and for the final decade of his life 
he was the ruler of England. I say that he is alive and well 
because he and his Puritan party passed a law abolishing 
Christmas. . 

The year was 1652 when the public observance of 
Christmas was eliminated in England. “No observation 
shall be had of the five-and-twentieth day of December,” 
the statute read, “commonly called Christmas Day; nor 
any solemnity used or exercised in churches upon that day 
in respect thereof.” 

The English example was followed in the Puritan com- 
monwealths of New England, where Christmas was out- 
lawed during the same period. The abolition of Christmas 
was not done against Christianity, rather by Christians, in 
the name of what they considered true Christianity. 

In England itself the law against Christmas was re- 
pealed when King Charles II was restored to his throne, 
but Christmas was little celebrated in that country for 
another 200 years. It is important to know this chapter of 
our cultural history. Today the battle lines over Christmas 
are largely formed by pro-Christmas Christians on one 
side and anti-Christmas secularists on the other. 

Once we know our 17th century English Puritan heri- 
tage with respect to Christmas, we can re-examine the an- 
nual battle over the public nativity scene. The secularist 
party today in opposing the nativity scene set up on the 
courthouse lawn or in the public park is heir to Cromwell 
and his Puritans. 

The blurring of Christmas so that it becomes merely a 
nameless holiday (as in “Happy Holidays!") resonates with 
the Puritan anti-Chiristmas rhetoric of 245 years ago. In 
other words, everybody can have the day off as a paid hol- 
iday; the country can come to a commercial standstill, but 
no one is allowed to say why. 

While the anti-Christmas lobby would argue that they 
are only against using public property to support a re- 
ligious belief, in fact, they have created a cultural self-cen- 
sorship against Christmas. Last year I received one of the 
"Happy Holidays!" cards from a man I knew to be a de- 
vout Christian. I chided him for his secularist good wishes. 
He told me that because he was sending me a card as a 
customer, he could not send out a card that had anything 
to do with Christmas. 

The media promote generosity at this time of year, but 
if they use the term “Christmas,” it is denuded of meaning. 
There is little or no relationship between the birth of our 
Savior and the 25th of December. There are exceptions to 
this rule (of which this column is one), but they are ex- 
ceptions in a rising tide of de-Christmasing Christmas. 

What I wonder is whether, having shown the 17th cen- 
tury Puritan precedent, the modern drive to abolish 
Christmas arises from a religious impulse. The Supreme 
Court in championing those who want the nativity scene 
removed from the courthouse lawn deems itself neutral. 
It sees itself as a constitutional policeman ensuring that 
the state does not promote any religion or even religious- 
ness. 

The apparent secularism of the Supreme Court is, in 
fact, not only religious, but even Puritan. The Court and 
its supporters have tapped one particular stream of our 
religious heritage, one which is unfashionable when 
named, but easily identified when described. 

Because the Court and others have forgotten history, 
they have repeated it. Opposing Christmas, whether in the 
name of Christianity or secularism, is at root a religious 
impulse, notwithstanding all protestations to the contrary. 

As long as the Puritanism of Oliver Cromwell, in what- 
ever guise, flourishes, Christmas is at risk. Those of us 
who love Christmas because we love Christ need to know 
wnal we are Up against. 
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founded by his quips and 
were not too sure now to 
react. Those of us who were 
there every week would just 
laugh out loud, much to his 
satisfaction, I think. He was 
extremely witty and, more 
importantly, he knew that 
humor is a wonderful reme- 
dy for stress, not only for 
himself, but for his co-work- 
ers as well. 

He was open about his 
battle with leukemia, and 
open about how he was 
feeling. I was so very moved 

his courage as he faced 
his own death. He knew 
each day was to be cher- 
ished, and I think he did 
just that.

I do hope parents, etc., 
will think twice before 
iving pets for Christmas. 

uring the hustle and bus- 
tle of the holidays the pet 
may not get the attention 
and care it needs. Once 
they “go” in the house, it is 
hard to teach them to go 
outside. 

Also, at this time, pets 
may break Christmas deco- 
rations because the decora- 
tions are around and ani- 
mals do not know they are 
not for them. Swaliowing 
these could be disastrous. 
Remember, pets need care: 
food, water, vet care. The 
need to be house trained, 
which is a daily job. They 
should be taken outside 
every few hours until they 
are completely trained. (Of 
course, some pets are tied 
to a dog house no matter 
what age until they die. I 
have seen this.) 

Pets need to be fed and 
watered on a daily basis, 
not just when someone 
happens to think of it. 

emiember, young ani- 
mals have probably been 
with a litter and need plen- 
ty of attention so they do 
not become traumatized 
with all the excitement. 

Also, we as humane 
officers find that, after the 
novelty wears off (as with 
many other “toys), the 
children are no _ longer 
interested in the pet. Too 
many other interests pre- 
vent the right care for the 
pet or pets. 

The food and shots, etc., 
is a full time job. The ex- 
pense is never ending and, 
just as raising a child, you 
are legally responsible (ac- 
cording to Article 
27—Annotated Law of 
Maryland) to provide food, 
water, shelter, vet care, air, 
and space — and this does 
not mean tied to a dog 
house with a 10-foot chain. 

After the Christmas 
holidays is a bad, sad time 
for the Humane Society 
members — calls from dis- 
traught parents, needing a 
good home for a Christmas 
pet; 99% of the time we 
cannot place a pet, so most 
are sent to the animal shel- 
ter, forced on someone who 
really does not want the 
animal, or worse, dropped 
off along some road with 
hopes that someone will 
take the pet. Most time 
these pets do not survive. 
They are helpless. Aban- 
donment is also _ illegal 
(Article 27). 

Giving a pet to an older 
childless couple with their 
consent if most tunes a 


wonderful gesture, but 
children should be older 
and responsible enough to 
care for another member of 
the family, and Christmas 
time is not the time for 
most. Wait until after the 
holidays when the excite- 
ment of Christmas is over 
and there is time to care for 
these innocent animals.

EMS Classes 
Scheduled For 
Coming Year 


The Region 1 Office of 
Emergency Medical 
Services has announced its 
schedule of several EMT-B 
classes being offered early 
next year. 

According to Rayma 
Weeks, president, Region 1 
EMS Council, "EMS in 
Maryland is truly built on 
neighbors helping neigh- 
bors. As in many rural areas 
around the country, area 
residents rely on their 
fellow neighbors and friends 
to come to their aid when 
they have a_ medical 
emergency or injury. When 
those neighbors have the 
appropriate training, that 
helping hand could mean 
the difference between life 
and death.”

are meetmg the standard, 
with 41.8% performing at 
the satisfactory level,” she 
said. Garrett shows a com- 
posite index of 47.4. "We're 
above the state CI stan- 
dard,” she points out. 

In comparison with state- 
wide trends, Mullinix 
showed on a bar graph that 
Garrett scores have contin- 
ually climbed. "We show an 
upward trend in scoring 
which is well above the 
State average every year. 
We should be very proud of 
this,” she said. 

The review showedq that 
Garrett County studehts in 
Ghasis'g.tnree and five gained 
over previous years’ results, 
while scores for students in 
grade eight declined slight- 
ly. In spite of any decline in 
scores, the gains and the 
results at each grade level 
all exceed the statewide 
averages. 

At grade three, language 
usage and mathematics 
were the subject areas with 
the strongest results. Read- 
ing and social studies were 
weaker, but results were 
sull comparable to the 
statewide averages. 

At grade five, mathemat- 
ics and science were the 
subject areas with the stron- 
gest results. Again, reading 
was the weakest area, but 
county reading results were 
similar to the stale average. 

At grade eight, strong 
progress was indicated in 
language usage, mathemat- 
ics, and science. Although 
results were down slightly 
from 1996, the scores re- 
mained well above state 
averages in all content 
areas, Mullinix pointed out. 

The third grade scores, 
she emphasized, were up. 
"Grade three rebounded 
strongly this year,” she said. 

Al Coviello, assistant 
superintendent of schools, 
addressed the issue of the 
decline in reading scores. 
He explained that MSPAP 
defines reading differently 
than commonly understood. 
"Our students can read for 
comprehension as we tradi- 
tionally interpret reading, 
he said. 

MSPAP tests a more 
composite skill in the read- 
ing segment, Coviello said. 
"We're trying to pull apart 
how reading is defined in 
MSPAP. These reading 
scores are dependent on the 
student’s ability to write 
and express him or herself,” 
he said.

ty education system. "I think 
it is great. I think we have 
reason to celebrate.” he 
said. Mullinix pointed 
out that in addition to the 
MSPAP results, the state 
report included data for the 
Maryland Functional Test- 
ing program and attendance 
and dropout rates. 


Garrett schools again 
met all the Functional Test 
standards at the middle and 
high school levels. Atten- 
dance standards scored at 
the excellent level (96%) 
for grades 1-6, and at the 
satisfactory level (94%) for 
grades 7-12. 

Of these original 12 stan- 
dards established by the 
state in 1991, only the drop- 
out rate still has not met 
the satisfactory standard of 
3%. Programs are underway 
in the county to try to re- 
duce the dropout rate from 
its current 4% level.

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Doris Stein Opened Head Start 
Doors Over. Three Decades Ago

When the Head Start 
program opened its doors 
in Garrett County at Jenn- 
ings Community Center 31 
years ago, Doris Stein was 
there to open her arms and 
her heart to the children of 
her community. Doris can 
still be found each morning 
at the center, doing what 
she has done since that day 
in 1966: nurturing and en- 
hancing the learning experi- 
ence of the current genera- 
tion of 2% to 4-year-olds. 

I first saw Doris sitting 
on the floor, surrounded by 
wooden blocks, trucks, and 
tiny children. “Remember, 
we don’t build anything 
taller than we are,” she was 
reminding one little tyke. 
The tower, therefore, was 
complete and the miniature 
architect/builder beamed at 
the project. 

Little faces turned with 
interest and curiosity to see 
a visitor and offer a smile 
before returning to whatev- 
er task was at hand. A 
glance around the room 
revealed a variety of activi- 
ties for these little ones. 
"We're lucky to have such a 
wonderful space for the 
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children,” Doris said. "The 
building really is the center 
of community life here in 
Jennings,” she added. 

She related the history of 
the center from it first be- 
ing suggested by the High- 
land Association on May 1, 
1967, to its completion and 
dedication, Oct. 15, 1967. 
Over 1,000 volunteer hours 
went into the construction 
of the center. 

The center welcomed 34 
children in the first Head 
Start class. Developed un- 
der the administration of 
President Lyndon Johnson, 
the Head Start program 
proposed early intervention 
to positively affect the cog- 
nitive and socio-emotional 
development of low income 
children. "Head Start was 
designed to enhance the 
social competence of chil- 
dren through participation 
in comprehensive programs 
including health, nutrition, 
education, social services, 
and parent involvement,” 
Doris explained. 

Parent involvement is a 
component of the program 
which she believes to be 
integral to the success of 
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the child. The Head Start 
parents participate in the 
classroom activities and in 
the administration of the 
program. 

Through Head Start they 
may receive social services, 
education, and job training 
opportunities, as appropri- 
ate. "Parents have played an 
important part in keeping 
Head Start alive here for 
the last 30 years,” she stated 
proudly. 

Doris’s journey to be- 
come a teacher was started 
by her friend and mentor, 
Ruth Ryan, who was with 
the Garrett County Board 
of Education. She suggested 
Doris go to college and 
take some courses. “She 
cncouraged me_ to go to 
college. She didn’t really 
just encourage me, she told 
me she had signed me up 
for the classes," she 
laughed. “When I went to 
my first college class, my 
knees were knocking.” 

Another major source of 
encouragement to her was 
Jean Tressler, who directed 
the county's Head Start 
program for many years. 
"Jean was really supportive 
of me and helpful, too,” 
Doris said appreciatively. 
"She was the main force be- 
hind me.” 

It took nine years of

night classes, but Doris got 
her degree. It was slow, she 
explained, because she was 
working full time and tend- 
ing to the needs of her 


family. 

Doris said she sees the 
need for increased availabil- 
ity of Head Start programs 
in today’s communities. To 
help meet the growing 
need, she said, the Jennings 
center will be expanding to 
accept more children. “Par- 
ents need to know that 
their children are happy. 
These children are," she 
said. 

When the senior center 
in Grantsville opened this 
year, space became avail- 
able at the Jennings Com- 
munity Center. Previously, 
rooms in the center had 
been used for senior activi- 
ties, including luncheons 
and quilting. The senior

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citizens of Jennings now 
meet in the Grantsville 
Senior Center for their 
activities. 

A grant has been award- 
ed to Garrett County Com- 
munity Action for the ex- 
pansion of the Head Start 
program. Pam_ Nelson, 
assistant director of 
GCCAC, explained how it 
will affect the program. 
"The grant money will allow 
us to open another class- 
room. It is really cxciting, 
because we are going to 
offer Head Start as a year- 
round program,” she said. 

Nelson also noted the 
need for such services. "This 
is a way to provide quality 
child development,” she 
commented, adding that 
they will be able to serve an 
additional 17 children. 

The administrator also 
spoke with delight and 


praise for the work done by 
Doris Stein at the Jennings 
program. “After 31 years at 
Head Start, Doris has so 
much enthusiasm for her 
job that she is a real aeset 
to the program,” Nelson 
said. 

When the new [2-month 
program begins, Doris Stein 
will again be at the helm as 
a groundbreaker for Head 
Start in Garrett County. 
She will again be there 
when the doors first open 
on a new program and 
there is little doubt her 
arms will again be open in

"He and the board have 
left a legacy of decisions 
that promote business 
growth benefiting the future 
development of Garrett 
County.

Delegate George Ed- 
wards said Glotfelty was a 
dedicated, honest, and 
hardworking individual. 

"He truly had the interest 
of Garrett County at heart 
and worked tremendously 
hard to do what he could 
for the people here. He was 
a true friend, honest and up 
front. The county has some 
big shoes to fill," the dele- 
gate said. 

Governor Parris Glen- 
dening called the commis- 
sioner's wife, JoAnne, on 
Tuesday morning and 
talked with her for half an 
hour. He expressed his grief 
over the loss and told her 
that appointing a person to 
take her husband's place 
was going to be an extreme- 
ly difficult task. 

In another gesture of 
sympathy and remem- 
brance, the Garrett Choral 
Society dedicated its Sunday 
afternoon presentation of 
Handel’s Messiah to the 
memory of Roger Glotfelty.

The controver- 
sial issues that faced this 
administration were of a 
magnitude never witnessed 
before. 

"There were very few 
unpretentious decisions in 
the courthouse over the 
past three years. Roger was 
extremely intelligent and 
the application of a logical 
solution to the multitudi- 
nous bureaucratic barriers 
that are a part of govern- 
ment never clouded the 
issue of doing what was best 
for everyone, and most 
always, the right thing to 
do. Roger was always firm 
and fair and he treated 


every employee with equity. 
There was never a time 
where this man looked for 
personal satisfaction or 
individual glory. His deci- 
sions were always made on 
the premise of what was 
appropriate for now and in 
the best interest of our 
community for the future. 
He was very talented at a 
job he really enjoyed. 


"Roger was the same to 
everyone and he had no 
hidden agenda. "The Chair- 
man” brought to the Board 
of Garrett County Commis- 
sioners qualities that all of 
us wish we had. When he 
first became ill, there was 
an outpouring of genuine 
concern from many other 
public officials up to and 
including Governor Glen- 
dening.

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TITANIC 
Rated PG-13 - Running time: 3:14 


The luxury liner Titanic cast off on her maiden 
voyage in the spring of 1912 from Southampton England, 
bound tor New York with 2,200 people aboard. There 
were only half as many lifeboats aboard as needed, but 
the designers felt that lifeboats were unnecesary because 
of the ship’s "unsinkable” design. On the night of April 15, 
she struck an iceberg in the North Atlantic and sank 
within two hours, killing 1,500 people. 

James Cameron’s epic version of the Titanic 
story is certainly a spectacle, sure to fill all those who 
watch with awe and horror. But it is not perfect by any 


means. 


The special effects in this 3%-hour saga are 
absolutely incredible, and worth the admission price by 
themselves. The combination of model photography, life- 
size ship sections, and computer animation truly makes 
the sheer size and mass of the foundering behemoth 
come to life, and it is definitely worth seeing on the big 
screen. One would have to be made of stone not to feel the 
thrill and terror of the situation, especially when one 
remembers that it actually happened. This is why it 
perplexes me that writer/director Cameron felt the need 
to embellish the already awesome story with such a trite 
plotline. Perhaps he felt that the true story of the Titanic 
did not have enough action, terror, or drama? 


This love story theme is perhaps the most com- 
mon of all time: the charming, street-wise scamp teaches 
the prissy debutante the meaning of true love, and she 
leaves behind her luxury life and horrified family to go 
with him. It’s in about 75% of Disney cartoons, for one 
thing. The fact that it would not happen aside, it’s just not 
necessary for this purpose. The two romantic leads could 
just as easily have been two poor people, watching the 
“haves” board the lifeboats while they and the rest of the 
“have nots” prepare to kiss the waves. Thank goodness, 
thank goodness the two lead actors, Leonardo DiCaprio 
and Kate Winslet, are talented enough to pull it off. The 
chemistry between their two characters, Jack and Rose, 
is unmistakeable from the start, and their relationship 
grows so beautifully from a casual class-crossing friend- 
ship to a matter of life and death that we really do care 
about them despite the hackneyed story line. 


This movie does not have to be 3% hours long. 
The entire portion set in the present, starring Bill Paxton 
as the leader of an explorative mission and Gloria Stuart 
as the 100-year-old version of Rose, could and should 
have been done away with. Paxton and Stuart are both 
terrible! They deliver their lines as if they are reading 
them off cue cards for the first time, and the ridiculous 
plotline of the long-lost humongo blue diamond is need- 
less; it cheapens the rest of the story, and feels added

us, who live near an Amish community, than folks 
who've only seen them in movies like Witness.

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Did You Take Care of All Your Social 
Security Business in 1997?

In considering those things you plan to do before the 
end of the year, you should be sure to include Social Se- 
curity. Even if you are not now receiving Social Security 
benefits, there are things you need to do to stay on top of 
your coverage. Most of these items can be taken care of 
just by calling Social Security’s toll-free number, 1-800- 
772-1213. 

If you changed your name this year (through marriage, 
divorce or any other reason), make sure your new name 
is listed on your Social Security card and in Social Securi- 
ty’s records. If you don’t do this, we may have problems 
posting your earnings to Social Security’s files. (This could 
reduce your future Social Security benefits.) Also, the In- 
ternal Revenue Service may have trouble posting your tax 
return. 

To change the name with Social Security, you need evi- 
dence of your identity and documentation that shows your 
old name and your new name. If you were born outside

atizenship or lawful alien status. Your replacement card 
will have the same number as your old card. 

If you have a child who was born this year and doesn’t 
have a Social Security number, make sure you get one be- 
fore you file your tax return next year. The law requires 
you to list the Social Security number on your tax return 
for each dependent claimed on your 1997 tax return. If 
you have a child who doesn’t have a Social Security num- 
ber, you should make sure you get one before you file 
your tax return next year. Remember, the Internal Reve- 
nue Service (IRS) will not process a return without the 
correct Social Security numbers. 

If you're already getting Social Security benefits and 
you moved this year, make sure we have your new ad- 
dress. (Sometimes people who have their checks sent di- 
rectly to their bank forget to tell us about a change in 
their mailing address.) You must notify the post office and 
Social Security immediately if you change your mailing ad- 
dress. In fact, failure to report a change of address is the 
leading cause of checks not arriving on time. Your report 
should include your claim number, your old address, and 
the new address, including ZIP code. Give the names of 
all family members who should receive benefits or infor- 


mation at the new address. 


If you're already getting benefits and plan to work next 
year, note that you can earn more in 1998 without affect- 
ing your benefits. Beneficiaries between the ages of 65 
and 69 can earn up to $14,500 a year (up from $13,500) 
without having any benefits withheld. For every $3 that a 
beneficiary earns over this limit, $1 is withheld from his or 
her benefit. People under age 65 can earn up to $9,120 a 
year without having any benefits withheld (up from 
$8,740). For every $2 people under age 65 earn over this 
amount, $1 is withheld from their benefits. People age 70 
or older who continue to work do not have benefits with- 
held no matter how much they earn. 

Also note, if you're receiving benefits and worked this 
year, you don’t have to file an earnings report. Under re- 
cent law, we now take the earnings information from the 
report you file with the Internal Revenue Service.

FSU Plans Centennial Celebrations

Frostburg State Universi- 
ty has come the distance 
over the past century and 
Now it’s time to celebrate. 
It was 100 years ago 
when an act of the General 


Assembly appropriated 
$25,000 to establish the 
Maryland State Normal 


School, Number 2, at Frost- 
burg. 

The building blocks of 
education were put down 
and within a short time at- 
ter its opening, 94 students 
enrolled in the school. Year 
by year, money was incor- 
porated to expand the 
school and soon a gymnasi- 
um and elementary school 
were built. The State Nor- 
mal School became a four- 
year institution in 1934 and 
began offering a bachelor of 
science degree in elemen- 
tary education. The name 
of the school was changed 
in 1935 to State Teachers 
College and twice more be- 
fore achieving its current 
title of Frostburg State Uni- 
versity. 

In anticipation of this 


year’s centennial, a commit- 
tee was developed in 1991 
to begin planning the de- 
tails of the celebration. 
"The committee has been 
acutely aware that planning 
for a centennial needs to 
look in two directions, and 
we have donned our pro- 
phetic spectacles to dream a 
bit about all the University 
can be and do to make the 
twenty-first century a better 
time to be alive,” said How- 
ard and Elizabeth Adams, 
Centennial Celebration co- 
chairs. 


The official introduction 
of the centennial will be on 
December 20, 1997 at the 
university’s Fall Commence- 
ment. Several events have 
been planned during 1998 
to celebrate this milestone. 

Numerous art exhibits of 
the work of FSU students 
and others will be held 
throughout 1998 in the 
Roper Gallery to highlight 
the significance of this 
grand event. In Feb-ruary, 
Dance Alloy will grace the 
stage with a piece that 
promises to capture the 
essence of the centennial.

Maryland, IRS 
Seek Taxpayers 
Due Refunds 


In a unique move to 
make it easier for taxpayers 
to find out if their federal 
or Maryland income tax re- 
fund check was returned by 
the Postal Service as un- 
deliverable, the State 
Comptroller's Office is 
posting 3,500 names on its 
website. "The refund checks 
due these individuals were 
returned to the IRS or the 
State Comptroller's Office 
as undeliverable and we are 
cooperating with the IRS 
again this year in an effort 
to locate the taxpayers and 
return the checks to them,” 
Comptroller Louis L. Gold- 
stein said. 

"That cooperation is even 
more unique this year as 
the state is posting informa- 
tion about undeliverable 
federal refunds on its web- 
site as well,” said Paul M. 
Harrington, IRS district di- 
rector for Maryland, Del- 
aware, and the District of 
Columbia. 

Refund checks are often 
returned as undeliverable 
because taxpayers moved or 
changed their names during 
the past year and did not 
notify the IRS or the State 
Comptrolier’s Office, or the 
address written on the tax 
return may simply have

Board Increases 
Estimates Of 


State Revenues 


The Maryland Board of 
Revenue Estimates, con- 
sisting of State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein (chair- 
man), State Treasurer Rich- 
ard N. Dixon, and State 
Budget Secretary Frederick 
W. Puddester, informed 
Governor Parris N. Glen- 
dening that it is increasing 
its previous estimate of 
state General Fund revenue 
by $197.9 million to $7.877 
billion for the current fiscal 
year, which ends June 30, 
1998. The board projected 
that General Fund revenues 
will grow 2.8%, to $8.095 
billion for fiscal year 1999. 

*Marviland's economy has 
been expanding at a steady 
pace. with aolid gains in 
emplovmeat and personal 
income,’ Goldstein said. 
“This growth, together with 
the performance of the 
stock market, is primarily 
responsible for the  in- 
creased revenue estimate.” 

Personal Income Tax 

The personal income tax 
is Maryland's largest source 
of General Fund revenue. 
The board is revising the 
estimate of fiscal year 1998 
net personal income tax 
revenue upward by $204.8 
million to $4.002 billion, re- 
sulting in a growth rate of 
6.2% over fiscal year 1997. 
The board cited soaring 
capital gains realizations, 
spurred in part by the fed- 
eral tax changes which low- 
ered capital gains tax rates, 
as partly responsible. "How- 
ever, the healthy perfor- 
mance is broad-based. 
We're seeing significant in- 
creases in both employer 
withholding and estimated 


_ income tax payments. Solid 


job growth and tight labor 
markets are boosting wages. 
Other forms of compensa- 
tion, like bonuses and stock 
options, are also on the 
rise,” Goldstein said. 

The board projects Gen- 
eral Fund net personal in- 
come tax revenue to total 
$4.115 billion for fiscal year 
1999, an increase of 2.8% 
over 1998. This is a slower 
rate of growth, reflecting 
the implementation of the

Sales and Use Tax 

"Maryland’s second larg- 
est source of General Fund 
revenue, the sales and use 
tax, has not kept pace with 
the growth in personal in- 
come," Goldstein said. The 
board pointed out that re- 
cent growth in consumer-re- 
lated sales tax revenue has 
been disappointing. Factors 
limiting growth include low 
inflation, a shift toward dis- 
count retailers, and greater 
spending on items not sub- 
ject to the tax such as ser- 
vices, travel, and mail order 
sales. Revenue is also af- 
fected by various tax breaks, 
including the repeal of the 
snack tax and exemptions 
for long-term auto leases. 
Growth in the capital goods 
segment has been robust, 
fueled by continued strong 
spending on computers and 
software. During fiscal year 
1999, a phased-in exemp- 
tion for certain machinery 
and equipment will dampen 
revenue growth. 

Based on these factors, 
the Board of Revenue Esti- 
mates reduced its earlier 
projection of sales and use 
tax revenue by $3.9 million 
to $2.167 billion for fiscal 
year 1998, and expects sales 
and use tax revenue to total 
$2.245 billion in fiscal year 
1999, 


State Lottery 

The board reduced its 
earlier estimates of General 
Fund Lottery revenue for 
fiscal year 1998 by $6.8 mil- 
lion to $352.7 million, cit- 
ing higher-than-normal Pick

The company was purchased in 
1920 by Henry Graack, who changed 
the mark using his name but contin- 
ued to make hand-painted bisque 
pieces. 

The company closed sometime 
between 1930 and Graack or his son 
Started a new pottery in Silver 
Springs, Fla. The new company’s 
Pieces were made from several colors 
of clay swirled together, and they 
resembled the known Niloak wares 
of Benton, Ark. 

Henry's son died in 1965. Today, 
Stell Phillips runs the pottery.

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Agricultural Issues Expected To 
Dominate 1998 General Assembly 


When the 1998 General 
Assembly begins in Annap- 
olis next month, lawmakers 
will be wrestling with a 
number of bills that deal 
with agriculture. Farmers all 
across the state will wait to 
hear what legislators sug- 
gest as a solution to the 
pfiesteria problem, which 
many believe is caused by 
runoff from chicken farms 
on the Eastern Shore and is 
killing fish in the Chesa- 
peake Bay. The dairy indus- 
try will be another hotly 
debated topic, as in last 
year’s session. 

"This is going to be the 
most critical session for the 
agriculture community in 
the 31 years that I've been 
in public office,” said State 
Agriculture Secretary Lewis 
R. Riley. "What may or may 
not take place during those 
90 days will play a major 
role in the direction of this 
industry.” 

"There is no doubt about 
it,” said House Speaker 
Casper R. Taylor Jr., “We 
are going to be dealing with 
issues very vital to agricul- 
ture and we are going to 
have to be very cautious in 
our action.” 

Agriculture, 
food -processing, is the 
state’s largest industry, 
representing $11 billion in 
annual sales and employing 
350,000 workers, noted 
Riley. 

The state’s dairy farmers 
say low mulk prices at the 
farm level mean they are 
earning less than the mini- 
mum wage and _ their 
monthly milk checks are the 
same as they were nine 
years ago while their costs 
have gone up. They say this 
is one reason why dairy 
farms continue to decline, 
with the state losing about 
40 percent of its dairy farms 
over the past decade, with 
the number of those going 
out of business increasing 
this year. 


including 


With hopes of boosting 
their income, dairy farmers 
are expected to seek ap- 
proval of a plan to join a 
multistate milk marketing 
compact that would set the 
farm price of milk at a level 
that would make milking 
cows more profitable. 

Frederick County Repub- 
lican Delegate J. Anita Stup 
was a sponsor of a bill this 
year that would have al- 
lowed the state agriculture 
secretary to set the mini- 
mum price for milk at the 
farm, processor and retail 
levels. It was bitterly op- 
posed by retailers, including 
Giant Food Inc., the largest 
grocery store chain in the 
Baltimore area. It was 
killed on the floor after 
being approved by House 
and Senate committees. 
Stup said she is prepared to 
introduce such legislation 
again this year, but antici- 
pates another big fight in 
Annapolis. 

Getting legislation ap- 
proved to assist dairy farm- 
ers “is going to be difficult,” 
Stup said. "This is an elec- 
tion year, and Giant is 
going to be yelling that this 
will increase the price of 
milk.” 

A spokesman for Giant 
Food Inc. said that the 
company is opposed to any 
compact because it would 
lead to higher consumer 
prices. The spokesman said 
milk prices rose by 25 cents 
a gallon in New England 
after a Northeast compact 
became operational in May. 

Taylor said that is not 
the kind of issue with which 
lawmakers want to wrestle 
during an election year. But 
he added, “The legislature 
should and must take some 
action to help preserve and 
enhance the dairy industry 
in the state.” 

On the pfiesteria front, 
Sec. Riley said he antici- 
pates bills that would make 
it mandatory for farmers to 
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Cut ’n Carry

have in place by 2002 nutri- 
ent-management plans that 
could significantly reduce, 
or even bar, their use of 
chicken manure as a fertiliz- 
er. 

"Some interest groups, 
especially the environmental 
groups, will be demanding 
very Strict restrictions on 
the use of chicken manure,” 
said Taylor. "Other, more 
moderate interest groups 
will suggest we go more 
cautiously, or more lightly, 
in dealing with this issue.” 

Noting that about 80 
percent of the farms on the 
lower Eastern Shore have 
high phosphorus levels, Sen. 
J. Lowell Stoltzfus, a 
Somerset County Republi- 
can, said that a mandatory 
phosphorus-based nutrient- 
management program "basi- 
cally says farmers can’t 
spread manure.” 

He added: “It will cost 
farmers $30 to $50 an acre 
more to apply chemical 
fertilizer in place of ma- 
nure, and that is frequently 
more than their profit per 
acre farmed.”

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"If the farmer can’t sur- 
vive, we're not going to 
have a chicken industry,” 
Stoltzfus said. "And, without 
the poultry industry, this is 
going to be another Appa- 
jaehta.” 

He said it already costs 
chicken processors three- 
fourths of a cent more to 
grow a chicken in Maryland 
than in Arkansas. "That 
doesn’t sound like much,” 
he said, “But in an industry 
that measures profits in 1 
or 2 cents a pound, that is a 
Significant amount.” 


Kay Richardson, presi- 
dent of the Delmarva Poul- 
try Industry Inc., told dele- 
gates to the Maryland Farm 
Bureau convention last 
week that a 4 percent de- 
cline in chicken production 
would cost Maryland $74 
million in economic output, 
$29 million in personal 
income and business profit, 
and 880 jobs. 

Taylor said caution is 
needed in dealing with any 
pliesteria-related legislation 
that could increase the 
farmer's cost of production. 
"My general guideline is to 
make sure we've got all the 
facts we can get and base 
our decisions on science as 
much as possible,” he said. 
"We will have to find a 
mainstream approach to all 
the issues involving agricul- 
ture, the seafood industry 
and tourism, all of which 
play a major role in Mary- 
land’s economy.” 

Former Gov. Harry R. 
Hughes, chairman of the 
Citizens’ Pfiesteria Action 
Commission and a strong 
advocate of protecting the 
Chesapeake Bay, is another 
who is urging restraint. 

During an appearance at 
the Farm Bureau conven- 
tion, Hughes said the chal- 
lenge facing lawmakers is to 
come up with a solution to 
nutrient runoff while keep- 
ing farmers and the poultry 
industry solvent. He said 
this would probably mean 
State funds to construct 
manure-composting facili- 
ties, or some way of com- 
pensating farmers for not 
spreading manure over their 
fields. 


Taylor also is concerned 
about anticipated legislation 
that would impose a build- 
ing moratorium On poultry 
houses. “Again, I think we 
meu Ww UL VRAD Lettered 
when we talk about a mora- 
torium that takes us on a 


new road that no other 
state has traveled,” he said. 

“A moratorium would 
absolutely kill the poultry 
industry (in Maryland),” 
Stoltzfus said. He said each 
year the industry loses a 
number of chicken houses 
"and if you can’t replace 
them, the number will keep 
going down, down, down 
until there is nothing left.”

W.Va. Man Must 
Pay Humberson 


$7K Restitution 


A Monogalia County, 
W.Va., man was ordered to 
make $7,000 in restitution 
payments to Jerry Humber- 
son of McHenry’s Humber- 
son Homes Construction 
Company in last week’s 
Garrett County District 
Court proceedings. 

Roy Delane Stone Jr., 
39, Westover, faced a total 
of 18 charges stemming 
from his January arrest by 
Maryland State Troopers 
for allegedly stealing over 
$16,000 from Humberson’s 
company and personal ac- 
counts. The offenses 
spanned a year, from Feb- 
ruary 1995 to February 
1996, when Stone was em- 
ployed by Humberson as an 
accountant and office man- 
ager, 

The specifics of the 
charges were eight counts 
of felony theft, three counts 
of felony theft scheme, four 
counts of misdemeanor 
theft, and three counts of 
uttering false documents. 

According to the state- 
ment of charges, Stone 
cashed checks for the com- 
pany and Humberson with- 
out depositing the full 
amount in the bank, and al- 
legedly placed the cash into 
his own personal account. 
Humberson reportedly did 
not press charges sooner 
because Stone had written 
him several letters claiming 
he would pay him back; 
however, he had failed to 
do so by last December. 

The stet ruling, handed 
down by visiting Garrett 
County Circuit Judge James 
Sherbin, in effect means 
that the state can recall any 
or all of the charges within 
the next 365 days if deemed 
necessary.

Preston Officials 
Confirm Rabies 
Case In Horse 


Preston County authori- 
ties have confirmed a case 
of rabies in a horse in the 
Albright area that had to be 
destroyed last week. 

According to written re- 
ports, veterinarian Dr. Joe 
Jolliffe was called to a farm 
on the Crane Schoolhouse 
Road last Monday after the 
horse’s owner noticed its 
disposition had changed 
radically. A preliminary 
diagnosis was made, and on 
Tuesday the animal was 
shot and its brain sent to 
College Park, Md., for test- 
ing. When positive results 
were returned on Friday, 
health authorities urged the 
horse’s owners to undergo 
treatment for prevention of 
the disease, and to have the 
rest of their horses vaccinat- 
ed. 

It is suspected the horse 
was bitten by a small animal 
between three and seven 
weeks ago. 

Rabies is fatal in unvac- 
Cinated animals, but hu- 
mans infected can take a 
series of shots to save their 
lives, if the disease is de- 
tected early enough. Rabies 
is spread through saliva, 
usually when an infected 
animal bites another animal 
or human. 

Preston County led the 
state in the number of con- 


firmed rabies cases in re- 
cent years, and its existence 
has been’ confirmed 
throughout the county. 
Health authorities now only 
test suspect animals that 
have bitten humans or pets. 

This latest case, accord- 
ing to Jolliffe, is a reminder 
that large animals are not 
immune to the disease. 
And, unlike dogs and cats, 
there is no state law requir- 
ing horses and cattle to be 
vaccinated. 


"In general, the horse 
population is not vaccinat- 
ed,” Jolliffe said Friday. 
"And these infected foxes, 
skunks, and raccoons are all 
over the county.” He urged 
the owners of large animals 
to vaccinate their animals as 
soon as possible.

Aspirin Lowers Heart Attack Risk 
Eight years ago a study of approximately 22,000 
‘healthy men reported in The New England Journal of 
Medicine showed that men who took 325 mg of aspirin 
tevery other day for 4 years experienced an almost 
50% reduction in the risk of a first heart attack. Ina 
different study of 17,000 men and women, it was

Workshop Sets 
Goal To Break 
Drug Use Cycle 


A workshop held recently 
in College Park challenged 
those who attended to con- 
front the issue of drug 
abuse for the purpose of 
discovering more effective 
ways of responding to this 
problem. The conference 
was held as part of a state- 
wide initiative, "Break the 
Cycle.” 

The cyclical problem, 
defined as repetition of 
drug use, arrests, and incar- 
cerations, was explored at 
the workshop by treatment 
providers and correction 
personnel. Their goal was 
to begin developing new 
local policies and opera- 
tional practices for dealing 
with users of illegal drugs. 

A system of graduated 
sanctions against drug abus- 
ers was one of the topics 
discussed at the workshop. 
Among the types of sanc- 
tions considered were com- 
munity work and frequent 
drug testing. 

Attending from Garrett 
County were Olive Corliss, 
director of the Garrett 
County Health Department 
Addictions Service, Robert 
Ulino, senior agent, Divi- 
sion of Parole and Proba- 
tion, Patrick Kelly, investi- 
gator, Garrett County 
State’s Attorney's Office, 
Dick Saunders, Garrett 
County Sheriff, Larry Gne- 
gy, GCSO, and Fred Her- 
ath, Addictions Service In- 
tensive Jail Program. 

The Garrett County team 
listened to presentations 
from various experts, in- 
cluding Barry R. McCaf- 
frey, director of the White 
House Office of National 
Drug Control Policy. Faye 
S. Taxman, Ph.D., associate 
research professor, Univer- 
sity of Maryland, offered 
the group a framework for 
developing the necessary 
changes to existing policies 
and procedures. 

Among the other pre- 
senters were Henry J. Rich- 
ards, Ph.D., associate direc- 
tor of behavioral sciences at 
Maryland’s Patuxent Insti- 
tute; David J. Mactas, di- 
rector of the Center for 
Substance Abuse Treat- 
ment; and Stephen Amos, 
D. Crim., deputy director of 
the Corrections Program 
Office. 

Corliss said she appreci- 
ated the quality of the pre- 
sentations. "I feel we got 
some good guidelines,” she 
noted.

Preservation Maryland Announces 
Grant To Save Oakland Station 


Preservation Maryland, 
the state’s oldest historic 
preservation organization, 
has announced a $2,500 
grant to Save Oakland Sta- 
tion.

CHARTING THE HEALTH OF AMERICAN 
DEMOCRACY SUMMARY STATEMENT 

The foundations upon which American democracy is 
built are crumbling. For over two hundred years, Ameri- 
can democracy has been sustained by the willingness of 
citizens to participate and engage in political action and 
by their capacity to make government responsive to their 
needs and aspirations. Now, as we head into the third 
century of self-government, citizens too often are with- 
drawing from the political process, confidence in civic 
institutions is declining and government is growing less 
responsive to citizens’ concerns. Voter participation has 
hit the lowest level since 1924. The health of our demo- 
cratic system is in jeopardy. 

Evidence of disturbing trends in our public life prompt- 
ed the League of Women Voters to take concerted action. 
At its national convention in June of 1996, the League 
committed itself to “Making Democracy Work,” a cam- 
paign to examine and address critical problems facing our 
democracy. 

In a new report, Charting the Health of Amencan 
Democracy, summarized here and available in full on the 
Internet at http://www.lwv.org, the League surveys five key 
indicators to gauge how our political system is working. 

The trends are alarming, and should cause concern to 
each and every one of us. Democracy cannot thrive in the 
conditions portrayed in the report. But the report not only 
measures what is wrong, it also points the way toward 
solutions that we, as citizens working together, can take to 
restore the health of our system. 

At our country’s founding, Thomas Jefferson proposed 
that the Constitution be rewritten for each successive 
generation. That idea expresses a fundamental truth about 
self-government: each generation is responsible for forging 
a new relationship between citizens and their government 
for making democracy work. 

Why is the health of democracy important? For each of 
us, the decisions made by our government and in our 
communities affect our lives deeply. The quality of our 
children’s education, the health care that we receive, the 
purity of the air we breathe, all are substantially deter- 
mined by community action and government dccisions. 
From taxes and wages to mortgage rates and leave poli- 

yxcies, government action shapes and influences our eco- 
/ omic well-being. Whether our democratic system is 
y ragP nsive to our needs and susceptible to our influence 
ee determine whether we will be successful in our 
*puraitit of happiness.” 
What iss healthy democracy? It is a place where 
eople feel a sense of belonging and ownership, where 
they join together to address common concerns. It is a 
place where citizens are engaged in setting directions for 
the future, through the ballot box and through myriad 
other avenues for making one’s voice heard. It is a place 
where citizen participation helps to ensure that, at all 
levels, gOVernment is responsive to people’s needs and

"EMPTYING TIME” . 

A few weeks ago I was in Petersham, Mass., staying as 
a guest at St. Mary’s, Benedictine Monastery. There are 
actually two monastic houses on the same property, one 
for monks and the other for nuns. The church stands be- 
tween the two houses, and there the monks and nuns met 
seven times each day for prayer, the first of which was at 
5:15 a.m. 

They spend approximately five hours each day in 
prayer, which includes the Holy Communion every day, 
praying psalms in Gregorian chant, and two half-hour 
periods of silent prayer. Praying is their main job. They 
spend two hours in the morning in sacred reading, and 
they have blocks of time during the day when they do 
their other work. , 

These monks and nuns live the contemplative life, 
meaning that they have no outside ministry. They do not 
help run a parish or a school or a hospital as many living 
the religious life do. As I said, their job is to pray, to 
contemplate God. 

I had reached a point during the autumn when I felt 
God was crowded out of my life, that he was there for me, 
but I never had any time to spend with him. I went to the 
monastery to empty myself. For the first couple of days, 
that is what I did. As the monks and nuns sang their 
prayers, I emptied myself onto the altar of God. 

Advent is a season of emptying. This is especially diffi- 
cult for us as Americans since our culture tells us that this 
is the season for filling our closets and attics with goodies 
to be distributed on Christmas. 

One of the things we have to be careful about is how 
we do our emptying. Sometimes when we empty some- 
thing, it only creates an opportunity and a temptation to 
fill it up again. If we clean out a closet, for example, we 
usually fill it back up in very short order. 

There is another kind of emptying like the pruning of 
a fruit tree. To make a tree fruitful it must be pruned, and 
pruned the right way. There is one way of pruning that 
encourages the branches to grow back the next year. 
There is another way of pruning limbs that encourages 
more biossoms the next year and, therefore, more fruit. 

It is emotionally hard for me to prune a tree as hard as 
it needs to be pruned. When the job is done right, the 
tree looks spare and empty. I feel a little sad when I see 
the trees looking so naked. When spring comes, though, 
that emptiness fills with fragrant blossoms, and then with 
swect fruit. The emptier the tree is, the more sunshine the 
apples get, and the sweeter and more flavorful the fruit 
becomes, 

How odd that the only place in Bethlehem empty 
enough for Mary to lay her baby was a hayrack! I wonder 
what donkey or cow or camel had to be shifted to other 
quarters in order make space in that stable. 

To most of us, emptiness feels like deprivation rather 
than preparation. We are loath to take the pruning shears 
to our lives. We don’t want to feel the naked emptiness 
which that implies. We choose to keep all or abnost all of 
our branches, forsaking the potential fruitfulness of next 
spring and summer. Our lives are full, but we bear little 
fruit, and we wonder why. That, in a sense, is the co- 
nundrum of later 20th century American life. We are un- 
willing to endure the pain which is essential to becoming 
fruitful. 

The monks and nuns of Petersham helped me to empty 
myself, to prune away what felt like fulhiess, but was ac- 
tually clutter. I knew I needed to make room in my life to 
receive Christ at Christmas. I came home feeling spare, 
not in the sense of being deprived, rather as a spare room 
is ready to receive a visitor. 

The space I have cleared away for Christ is less than 
best, but the Christmas story assures us that, though 

.Christ deserves a palace, he will make his home in what-

He be- 
came a tower of strength 
and integrity in county 
government. 

For these reasons many 
of us feel that this commu- 
nity should have a lasting 
memorial to Roger Glot- 
felty.

We talked and laughed and drank hot, home- 
made soup contentedly. I think we each felt a growing 
sense of warmth both without and within ourselves.

TOMORROW NEVER DIES 
Rated PG-13 - Running time: 2:00 


Obvioualy, there is a large contingent of James 
Bond fans out there, because they keep making the 
movies. I have to admit that I am not one of them. It 
seems to me from the few 007 films I have seen, that they 
are pretty much all the same thing with a different name. 
And this one is no exception. But it’s exciting in an 
unrealistic, James Bond kind of way, so what the heck. 


In my opinion, the best part of this film by far is 
the opening credits segment, which features a fascinat- 
ing video of Sheryl Crow's hit rendition of the song 
“Tomorrow Never Dies” (not her regular video for the 
song, which is also cool). It uses a continuous stream of 
very colorful images involving weaponry and the female 
form (what else), using computer graphics and simulated 
X-ray photography in false color. Too bad it eventually 
has to end, and the film haa to begin. From there it’s 
cookie-cutter Bond fiction: stuff blowing up, incredible 
escapes from near-fatal situations, and Bond (Pierce 
Brosnan) making it with fabulous chicks. 


It seems that wealthy news-media tycoon Elliot 
Carver (Jonathan Pryce) ia so powerful and so ambitious 
that he is able to create an international incident in the 
South China Sea between a British ship called the HMS 
Devonshire and the Chinese Air Force. By altering the 
position of a tracking satellite in space (using remote 
control), Carver causes the crew of the Devonshire to 
think they are in international waters when really they 
are within the boundary of Chinese space. The Chinese 
respond with a flyover and warning; the Devonshire 
refuses to move. Then Carver fires a torpedo from his 
stealth boat, causing the British to think tney are under 
attack. What follows is a bloody incident that is sure to 
start World War III. This is all orchestrated by Carver for 
the purpose of having a great story to broadcast on his 
new worldwide satellite system, and to force the reluc- 
tant Chinese to accept his contract. Sound unlikely? You 
got that right. 


Pryce is adequately evil (and adequately one- 
dimensional, a prerequisita for Bond villains) as Carver, 
Terri Hatcher has a marcifullv ahort appaarance as his 
wife, and Michalla Yaoh ia Wai Lin, tha-ugh--Aaian 
martial arts expert. At tha outsat aha fa working for har 
own reaaons, but anda up baing Bond’s ally in bringing 
Carver down. Her character is suppoaed to be a news 
woman, but she doean’t spend much time getting the 
story--she mainly eacapea from tight apota and beata 
people up. She ees inaisting that ahe’a not intereated 
in Bond romantically, but--oh, I'd better not give away 
the ending. I'l] let you gueaa. 


What can I aay? There are a lot of huge fireballa, 
a lot of high-tech futuriam, a lot of innovative weaponry, 
and (the one intereating thing) a full-size remote-control 
car. Lots of inaipid action, just like all 007 fare. Written 
by Bruce Feiratein and directed by Roger Spottiswoode, 
this film showe that little has since the days of 
Dr. No except perhaps the quality of special effects, If you 
like Bond movies, you'll like it; if.you don't, you won't.

For a movie with such a silly premise, directed by 
first-timer Gore Verbinski, this film is surprisingly ep- 
joyable. Lane’s timing and delivery are impeccable, and 
it’s unusual to see him in a role where he is so apt to get 
absolutely filthy time after time. His relationship with 
Evans is solid, and the two make a sort of modern-day 
Laurel and Hardy. Several notable guest appearances 
also add to the hilarity.

The foundations upon which American democracy is 
built are crumbling. For over two hundred years, Ameri- 
can democracy has been sustained by the willingness of 
citizens to participate and engage in political action and 
by their capacity to make government responsive to their 
needs and asvirations. Now, as we head into the third 
century of self-government, citizens too often are with- 
drawing from the political process, confidence in civic 
institutions is declining and government is growing less 
responsive to citizens’ concerns. Voter participation has 
hit the lowest level since 1924. The health of our demo- 
cratic system is in jeopardy. 

Evidence of disturbing trends in our public life prompt- 
ed the League of Women Voters to take concerted action. 
At its national convention in June of 1996, the League 
committed itself to "Making Democracy Work," a cam- 
paign to examine and address critical problems facing our 
democracy. 

In a new report, Charting the Health of American 
Democracy, summarized here and available in full on the 
Internet at http:/Avww.lwv.org, the League surveys five key 
indicators to gauge how our political system is working. 

The trends are alarming, and should cause concern to 
each and every one of us. Democracy cannot thrive in the 
conditions portrayed in the report. But the report not only 
measures what is wrong, it also points the way toward 
solutions that we, as citizens working together, can take to 
restore the health of our system. 

At our country’s founding, Thomas Jefferson proposed 
that the Constitution be rewritten for each successive 
generation. That idea expresses a fundamental truth about 
self-government: each generation is responsible for forging 
a new relationship between citizens and their government 
for making democracy work. 

Why is the health of democracy important? For each of 
us, the decisions made by our government and in our 
communities affect our lives deeply. The quality of our 
children’s education, the health care that we receive, the 
purity of the air we breathe, all are substantially deter- 
mined by community action and government decisions. 
From taxes and wages to mortgage rates and leave poli- 
yycies, government action shapes and influences our eco- 
‘omic well-being. Whether our democratic system is

“EMPTYING TIME" 

A few weeks ago I was in Petersham, Mass., staying as 
a guest at St. Mary’s Benedictine Monastery. There are 
actually two monastic houses on the same property, one 
for monks and the other for nuns. The church stands be- 
tween the two houses, and there the monks and nuns met 
seven times each day for prayer, the first of which was at 
5:15 a.m. 

They spend approximately five hours each day in 
prayer, which includes the Holy Communion every day, 
praying psalms in Gregorian chant, and two half-hour 
periods of silent prayer. Praying is their main job. They 
spend two hours in the morning in sacred reading, and 
they have blocks of time during the day when they do 
their other work. 

These monks and nuns live the contemplative life, 
meaning that they have no outside ministry. They do not 
help run a parish or a school or a hospital as many living 
the religious life do. As I said, their job is to pray, to 
contemplate God. 

I had reached a point during the autumn when I felt 
God was crowded out of my life, that he was there for me, 
but I never had any time to spend with him. I went to the 
monastery to empty myself. For the first couple of days, 
that is what I did. As the monks and nuns sang their 
prayers, I emptied myself onto the altar of God. 

Advent is a season of emptying. This is especially diffi- 
cult for us as Americans since our culture tells us that this 
is the season for filling our closets and attics with goodies 
to be distributed on Christmas. 

One of the things we have to be careful about is how 
we do our emptying. Sometimes when we empty some- 
thing, it only creates an opportunity and a temptation to 
fill it up again. If we clean out a closet, for example, we 
usually fill it back up in very short order. 

There is another kind of emptying like the pruning of 
a fruit tree. To make a tree fruitful it must be pruned, and 
pruned the right way. There is one way of pruning that 
encourages the branches to grow back the next year. 
There is another way of pruning limbs that encourages 
more blossonis the next year and, therefore, more fruit. 

It is emotionally hard for me to prune a tree as hard as 
it needs to be pruned. When the job is done right, the 
tree looks spare and empty. I feel a little sad when I see 
the trees looking so naked. When spring comes, though, 
that emptiness fills with fragrant blossoms, and then with 
sweet fruit. The emptier the tree is, the more sunshine the 
apples get, and the sweeter and more flavorful the fruit 
becomes. 

How odd that the only place in Bethlehem empty 
enough for Mary to lay her baby was a hayrack! I wonder 
what donkey or cow or camel had to be shifted to other 
quarters in order make space in that stable. 

To most of us, emptiness feels like deprivation rather 
than preparation. We are loath to take the pruning shears 
to our lives, We don’t want to feel the naked emptiness 
which that implies. We choose to keep all or ahnost all of 
our branches, forsaking the potential fruitfulness of next 
spring and summer. Our lives are full, but we bear little 
fruit, and we wonder why. That, in a sense, is the co- 
nundrum of later 20th century American life. We are un- 
willing to endure the pain which is essential to becoming 
fruitful. 

The monks and nuns of Petersham helped me to empty 
myself, to prune away what felt like fullness, but was ac- 
tually clutter. I knew I needed to make room in my life to 
receive Christ at Christmas. I came home feeling spare, 
not in the sense of being deprived, rather as a spare room 
is ready to receive a visitor. 

The space I have cleared away for Christ is less than 
best, but the Christmas story assures us that, though 
,Christ deserves a palace, he will make his home in what-

A steel gray dusk was just thinking about gathering in 
Garrett County when the members our group congregated 
at our friend Helen’s farm house. We pulled on gloves, 
scarves, and winter coats and bundled into three vehicles 
to form a caravan. We were going caroling. 

Fifteen people from three or four generations com- 
posed our band of troubadours and we were armed with 
song sheets, and poinsettias and fruit baskets to distribute 
along the way. We would stop at the homes of neighbors 
in the community, some of whom can not easily get out at 
this time of year. 

Our feariess leader Daymond knew where we were 
headed. He had a plan, more or less. The rest of us were 
glad to have someone willing to be at the helm. I was 
delighted to just sit back and take in the display of lights 
strung along split rail fences and twinkling on houses, the 
and green of holly and pine on front doors. 

Darkness came as it does in winter — rapidly — as our 
caravan was wending its way up along ridges and down 
precipitous curves in the hollows of the Alleghenies in 
northern Garrett County. 

With darkening skies came dropping temperatures. 
When our bubbling bunch of singers gathered before the 
open doors of neighbors and friends to offer our greetings 
in song, we huddled in ever tightening knots. Closeness as 
we sang “Silent Night” and “Angels We Have Heard On 
High” at least gave the sense of increasing warmth. Laugh- 
ing, too, I think helped warm the body and not just the 
spirit. 

at one stop, we were invited into Twila’s Old Mill 
Restaurant to serenade diners. As we closed with “We 
Wish You a Merry Christmas,” we were offered hot choc- 
olate and coffee, compliments of the house. Our leader 
spoke on our behalf. "No thanks. We have a lot of stops 
to make,” Daymond said. On the way back to the vehicles 
there was some brief discussion of mutiny. That smell of 
pie and coffee and warmth had been mighty enticing. 

The people to whom we sang our carols seemed 
pleased and touched that we had come through the dark- 
ness and cold to spend some time with them. Lights from 
Christmas trees within contrasted cheerily with the 
darkness of this remote area. 

As we approached the front porch of one home, the 
door was opened by an older gentleman we all knew. He 
greeted us appreciatively and then said, "Don’t start yet. 
Let me go get my woman and my teeth." 

A huge, clear silver-white moon washed the trees and 
hillsides in its cold, crystal light. Our circle of singers grew 
still smaller with each stop we made as we bunched closer 
together to ward off the cold. 

As we were nearing the end of our appointed rounds, 
it was suggested that perhaps we could just roll the 
windows down at the next stop, and stick our heads out to 
sing. Or what about a drive-by flower-and-fruit-fling? We 
amused ourselves and laughed at our foolishness. 

After three hours of visiting and singing throughout the 
community, we were’ again piling through the front door 
of Helen’s home and into the warmth of her kitchen. 
Children’s snowsuits were unzipped. Boots were pulled off 
and sock-feet jockeyed for positions near the heat regis- 
ters. 

A pot of soup was steaming and coffee was brewing. 
Chairs were pulled up to the table. Helen ladled out bowls 
of soup, which were cradled in fingers still clumsy with 
cold. Those not seated at the table formed a ring around 
the table. We talked and laughed and drank hot, home- 
made soup contentedly. I think we each felt a growing 
sense of warmth both without and within ourselves. 

As our group began to disperse into the night, Lori 
shared a thought with me. "Next year we wear snowsuits. 
I think that’s the secret.” 

Yes, next year. I definitely want to be with this group 
again next year for caroling, and share these feelings, this 
closeness. This is what I want the Christmas season to feel

TOMORROW NEVER DIES

Obvioualy, there ia a large contingent of Jamea 
Bond fans out there, because they keep making the 
movies. I have to admit that I am not one of them. It 
seems to me from the few 007 films I have seen, that they 
are pretty much all the same thing with a different name. 
And this one ia no exception. But it’a exciting in an 
unrealistic, James Bond kind of way, so what the heck. 


In my opinion, the best part of this film by far ia 
the opening credits segment, which featurea a faacinat- 
ing video of Sheryl Crow's hit rendition of the aong 
"Tomorrow Never Dies” (not her regular video for the 
song, which is also cool). It uses a continuous stream of 
very colorful images involving weaponry and the female 
form (what else), using computer graphics and simulated 
X-ray photography in false color. Too bad it eventually 
has to end, and the film haa to begin. From there it’s 
cookie-cutter Bond fiction: stuff blowing up, incredible 
escapes from near-fatal situations, and Bond (Pierce 
Brosnan) making it with fabulous chicka. 


It seems that wealthy newa-media tycoon Elliot 
Carver (Jonathan Pryce) ia so powerful and ao ambitious 
that he is able to create an international incident in the 
South China Sea between a British ship called the HMS 
Devonshire and the Chinese Air Force. By altering the 
position of a tracking satellite in space (using remote 
control), Carver cauaes the crew of the Devonshire to 
think they are in international waters when really they 
are within the boundary of Chinese space. The Chinese 
respond with a flyover and warning; the Devonshire 
refuses to move. Then Carver fires a torpedo from hia 
stealth boat, causing the British to think they are under 
attack. What follows is a bloody incident that ia aure to 
start World War III. This is all orchestrated by Carver for 
the purpose of having a great story to broadcast on his 
new worldwide satellite system, and to force the reluc- 
tant Chinese to accept his contract. Sound unlikely? You 
got that right. 


Pryce ia adequately evil (and adequately one- 
dimensional, a prerequisite for Bond villaina) as Carver, 
Terri Hatcher has a mercifully short appearance as his 
wife, and Michslls Yeoh is Wai Lin, the-ugh--Asian 
martial arts expert. At ths outset shs is workina for her 
own reasons, but snds up being Bond's ally in bringing 
Carver down. Her charactsr is supposed to ba @ nsws 
woman, but she doesn’t spend much time getting the 
story--she mainly eacapea from tight spots and beats 
people up. She keeps inaisting that she’s not interested 
in Bond romantically, but-oh, I'd better not give away 
the ending. I'll let you gueaa. 


What can I say? There are a lot of huge fireballa, 
a lot of high-tech futuriam, a lot of innovative weaponry, 
and (the one intereating thing) a full-size remote-control 
car. Lota of inaipid action, just like all 007 fare. Written 
by Bruce Feiratein and directed by Roger Spottiawoode, 
this film shows that little has changed aince the days of 
Dr. No except perhaps the quality of special effecta. If you 
like Bond movies, you'll like it;.if.you don’t, you won't.

To the Editor: 

After attending the De- 
cember 16th meeting of the 
Youghiogheny Advisory 
Board and reading Cindy 
Stacy’s article in the Cum- 
berland Times-News, I was 
surprised that there was 
some misunderstandin 
(even by some members 0 
the board) concerning the 
use of the river by fly fish- 
ing: guides. As one of only 
two full time professional 
fly fishing guides in the 
area, I woula like to try to 
clarify at least one side of 
this lssua. 

The Youghlogheny Man- 
agement Plan does not 
need to be rewritten to 
allow fishing guides to take 
clients to tne river. Com- 
mercial fishing guides, as 
well as commercial fishing 
lodges, are permitted on the 
Youghiogheny River under 
the present management 
plan. The language used in 
the plan, however, is some- 
what vague and prone to 
nisinterpretation. It was my 
understanding that the 
general language used to 
allow guiding was being 
brought before the advisory 
board to be reworded in a 
way that was more specific, 
and avoid any future misun- 
derstanding as to its intent. 
During the course of the 
meeting there were con- 


cerns raised that this “new 
activity” would somehow 
destroy the scenic quality of 
the river, and cause hard- 
ships for adjacent landown- 
ers. I have guided on the 
Youghlogheny River for 
several years and have 
always had an excellent 
relationship with everyone 
concerned. I seriously doubt 
that a guide and a client are 
more aesthetically displeas- 
ing than any other two 
fishermen on the river. 

Guiding is not something 
you do because it pays well 
and has good benefit pack- 
ages. Guiding is something 
you do because you love the 
river and the sport. The 
environmental ethics of 
most fly fishing guides are 
without a doubt the stron- 
gest of anyone who uses the 
river, 

Roger Zbel’s self-serving 
suggestion that only the 
existing rafting companies 
be allowed to offer fishing 
guide services is rather 
thinly veiled when you 


consider that he operates’ 


one of those companies. It 
seems strange that Zbel’'s 
recent letter to the chair- 
man of the Western Mary- 
land Fly Fishing initiative

Season’s Greetings! As winter sets in, it will soon be 
time for Garrett County’s hardwater fishermen to take to 
the ice for a new season. The sport of ice fishing con- 
tinues an evolvement into higher tech, as some anglers are 
now using laser augers, mobile “snap-up" shelters, flasher 
depth fmders, graphite rods and reels, and sophisticated 
lines. However, there also remains the hardy ice angler, 
who simply sits in the open on a five-gallon bucket defying 
stinging wind and snow. 

Regardless of the equipment level, there are key com- 
mon denominators that mark productive anglers. For ex- 
‘ample, the successful angler will move until fish are b- 
cated, because he or she knows that there is nothing pro- 
ductive about dangling a bait, lure, or other jig in a hole 
with no fish below it. This is where the portable electronic 
fish finder saves much valuable time. 

On the other hand, one mistake many anglers make is 
changing the presentation of their bait when they know 
that a big fish is in the proximity. The key here is to keep 
doing what attracted it. But, if you’re not attracting fish, 
‘don’t hesitate to change the method of presentation. Ex- 
periment. 

Probably the most important consideration when ice 
fishing is safety. Experienced ice fishermen have told me, 
“There is no safe ice. You just can’t be too careful." Check 
‘the thickness of the ice often. Three to four inches of 
pure solid ice is a minimum; better, four or more. One 
way to check is to carry a “spud™ chisel to use in breaking 
the ice just ahead for a sampling of ice thickness. Again, 
you just can’t be too careful. Have fun, dress warm. 


MORE FOR THE ICEMEN 

The Bucket Buddy Company offers a nylon pocket skirt 
for a five- or six-gallon bucket that could prove handy. It 
is designed to hold any combination of five tip-ups or jig- 
ging rods along with skimmers, dipnet, and sundry con- 
tainers of jigs and terminal tackle. 

They call this skirt an Ice Pac and it is similar to the 
skirts used by carpenters and handy-men on used “mud"

They claim it “holds everything but the auger.” The system 
comes with the Ice Pac on a black five-gallon bucket with 
a replaceable can-cooler inside and a comfortable padded 
seat.

RESPONSIBILITY REBATE PROGRAM 

H & R 1871 Inc. has implemented a new program de- 
signed to encourage safe storage of firearms. Called the 
$5 Responsibility Rebate Program, a $5 rebate is offered 
to customers who choose to purchase any qualifying safety 
device with the purchase of one of their revolvers. The 
customer can return his or her completed rebate certif- 
icate with a dated receipt for the qualifying storage device 
and receive the rebate directly from H & R. A qualifying 
device is any item which enhances safe storage of the re- 
volver when not in use. Examples include lockable storage 
cases, gun safes, lockable gun racks, and devices which dis- 
able the firearm when installed. 

HUNTERS DID WELL ON OPENING DAY 

The DNR announced that preliminary records indicate 
that Maryland tirearm deer hunters took 12,757 deer on 
opening day; approximately 2% less than last year. Garrett 
County produced 958 of the total, which put us fourth be- 
hind Allegany (1,229), Frederick (1,173) and Washington 
(1,101). Junior hunters harvested 1,654 on Maryland’s 
Youth Deer Hunt (November 15), an 18% increase over 
1996, Of these, Garrett County produced 333. 

PARK RESERVATION SYSTEM DELAYED 

The DNR also announced that the contractor hired to 
provide a new, statewide park reservation system will not 
have the system ready for reservations until January 12 for 
the 1998 camping season. Reservation for cabirs, camping, 
or pavilion use may be made up to nine months in ad- 
vance. In some cases, a minimum stay is required. 

FRESHWATER FISHERIES NEWS 

Maryland and West Virginia DNR Fisheries staff re- 
cently conducted a fish population survey of Jennings 
Randolph Lake. Walleye were the most abundant game- 
fish collected during the survey, ranging in size from 10 to 
14 inches. Smallmouth bass have also become well estab- 
lished in the reservoir, with fish over 15 inches. Other 
species collected were largemouth bass, channel catfish, 
yellow perch, rock bass, and sunfish. Trout were no- 
ticeably absent. 

The annual Walleye Young of Year study was conduct- 
ed in Deep Creek Lake. Spawning success for walleye was 
considered "fair" for 1997. However, yearling walleye were 
abundant, indicating that the 1996 walleye year class con- 
tinues to be strong. The 1996 walleye year class will most 
likely be of legal size in 1999. 

PROTECTING SHRUBS FROM DEER 

Here is a tip picked up from Field and Seam maga- 
zine. To repel deer from garden shrubs, hang fist-sized 
mesh bags filled with human hair that you can get from 
your barber. Mesh bags can be made from discarded la- 
dies’ nylon stockings.

Muzzleloader 
Harvest Up, 
New Season In 


The late muzzleloader 
deer season is in full swing 
after opening day, Saturday, 
Dec. 20, and if the harvest 
Statistics from October’s 
three-day muzzleloader 
season are any indication, 
local venison processors will 
continue to be busy. The 
current season extends to 
Saturday, Jan. 3. 

According to John R. 
Griffin, secretary of the 
Department of Natural 
Resources, harvest figures 
for the early muzzleloader 
season show more than 
5,300 deer taken, a 30- 
percent increase over the 
October 1996 season. 

"The popularity of 
hunting with primitive 
firearms continues to grow 
with the number of 
muzzleloader hunters 
climbing by 84 percent over 
the past 10 years," Griffin 
said. “The number of days 
spent muzzleloader hunting 
has increased by ahnost 200 
percent during the same 
time period.” 

The total 1996 muzzle- 
loader deer season harvest 
was 9,099 deer. This was 
the second highest 
muzzleloader take in 
Maryland, exceeded only by 
the 1995 harvest of 9,831 
deer. 

In a change to the 1997 
muzzleloader deer hunting 
regulations that should be 
noted by western Maryland 
blackpowder hunters, 
telescopic sights are now 
legal for the late two-week 
segment of the muzzle- 


loader season.

of flowers on our heads.” “Ah.” said 
the philosopner. “but vou could do 
that now!”

Lead Paint 
Registrations 
Due Dec. 31 


The Maryland Depart- 
ment of the Environment 
(MDE) this week reminded 
owners of more than 30,000 
rental properties that an- 
nual lead registration re- 
newals are due to the de- 
partment by December 31. 
The annual registration is 
required under the Lead 
Risk Reduction in Housing 
Act (House Bill 760), which 
was enacted in 1994, 

The registration renewal 
categcries are: 

* Properties built before 
1950 — registration and an- 
nual renewal are mandatory 
for rental units built before 


1950, 

* Properties built be- 
tween 1950 and 1978 — 
property owners can choose 
whether or not to meet the 
risk reduction standard of 
care and qualify for limited 
liability. If property owners 
decide to “opt out," they 
pay a $5 fee per rental unit 
per year. If property owners 
decide to “opt in,” they pay 
a $10 fee per rental unit per 
year, 

* Certified lead free — 
After a unit has been certi- 
fied lead free by an accred- 
ited inspector, it is not nec- 
essary to renew registration 
or pay annual fees. Howev- 
er, if the owners want to 
continue to be eligible for 
limited liability, they must 
participate in the program 
by renewing the registration 


and paying the annual fee 
of $10.

121,492 1998 State Income 
Tax Withholding Guides to 
employers. 

According to Goldstein, 
"These withholding guides 
reflect the first phase of the 
new state income tax reduc- 
tion which become effective 
Jan. 1, 1998. The new 
guides provide tables for 
withholding from weekly, 
biweekly, and monthly pay- 
checks as well as percentage 
method pages and instruc- 
tions.” 

The new guide also re- 
minds employers that the 
tax deduction applies only 
to the state income tax.

’ ington State (10-1). The grand- 
daddy of all college bowl 
games airs Thursday, Jan. 1, on 
’ ABC. 
* While father and son enjoy a 
; close and loving relationship, 
' Bob, who quarterbacked the 
* Miami Dolphins to a victory in 
> the 1972 Super Bowl and led 
* Purdue to a win in the 1967 
* Rose Bowl, is careful to avoid 
> any hint of on-air rooting. 
’ ABC initially would not al- 
* low Bob to analyze Brian’s 
/ games. But that policy was 
* changed last season, and Bob 
» since has loosened from calling 
, his son “Griese” to a more nat- 
‘ural “Brian.” 
Still, he employs a two-hat 
: policy when preparing for and 
* working Michigan games. 
“On Thursday, | wear my fa- 
; ther hat and we go to dinner to- 
’ gether,” Bob says. “On Friday, 
_V ll put on my ABC hat, talk 
» with (Michigan coach) Liuyd 
: Carr, and (Brian’s) name never 
, comes up. | don’t see Brian on 

Friday, but after the game on 
, Saturday, | put my father hat 
‘ back on.” 

Though he obviously wants 

"his son to play well, TV audi- 
ences will be hard-pressed to 
detect any favoritism. 

“What [ do is root for the of- 
fense and quarterback to play 
well, no matter which team is 
on-field,” Bob says. “If Brian 
makes a bad play, I'll call it as 
I see it.” 

But off the air, he leaves no 
doubt that he thinks his son’s 





rise with Michigan to the No. | 
ranking could be the college 
football story of the year. 

‘He didn’t know if he wanted 
to go back for a fifth year, but 
he did to help the team win. He 
wanted to be the All-Big Ten 
quarterback because he knew if 
that happened, Michigan would 
be in the Rose Bowl. Now 
Michigan 1s not only unbeaten, 
but No. | in the nation. That's 
not a bad story.” 

What does Brian think of his 
father’s reviews? 

“He sees the tape and we 
have a good time about it,” 
Bob says. “He laughs at some 
of the things Keith Jackson and 
I say on the air, but he under- 
stands how | feel about him 
and the job I have to do.” 

Both father and son realize 
that the current debate as to 
whether top-ranked Michigan 
or No. 2 Nebraska (12-0) is the 
nation’s best team ideally 
would be settled if those two 
teams met in a bowl! game, but 
that scenario is impossible until 
the revised Alliance Bowl set- 
up takes effect next year. 

As it stands. Nebraska needs 
Washington State to defeat or 
tie Michigan and a victory over 
No. 3 Tennessee (11-1) in the 
Orange Bowl, airing Friday, 
Jan. 2, on CBS, to win the title. 

The younger half of the 
Griese father-son combination 
has made a New Year’s resolu- 
tion to follow his father’s win- 
ning ways and not let that hap- 
pen.

A record 445 million 
people expect to travel 100 
miles or more from home 
during the Christmas-New 
Year's period, according to 
AAA, which added that, in 
the last five years, Christ- 
mas-New Year's travel has 
increased 26 percent. 

Thus year’s travel volume 
is up 5 percent compared to 
1996’s 42.3 million holiday 
trips. Last year’s holiday 
period had the second-high- 
est imcrease in AAA's 13 
years of holiday forecasts — 
up 10 percent.

Today, you can insert a coin or card 
in the appropriate machine and get 
candy, gum, drinks, telephone service 
or even cash. The idea of a coin-oper- 
ated machine is not new, however. 

The first was used to dispense holy 
water in ancient Grecce. in the 1850s, 
tobacco boxes were kept on tavem 
counters; the smoker inserted a coin 
and was able to fill his pipe with 
tobacco or buy a cigarette. 

Machines later dispensed stamps. 
gum and perfume. Fonune-telling, 
Strength-testing, picture-show and 
gaming-skill machines soon fol- 
lowed 

The first of the strength-testing 
machines was used in British pubs. It 
was part of the entertainment to 
watch two men compete. The loser 
usually bought the drinks. 

The “Try Your Strength Machine” 
was made in London by Robert Page 
in 1885. It was followed by many 
other types of testing machines, 
including those that measured lung 
Capacity, gnp and punching power. 

FJ. Howard made many different 
coin machines from 1898 to 1905. 
One of the most original was the 
Uncle Sam Hand-Shake machine he 
introduced in 1904. The life-sized 
iron figure of Uncle Sam had an 
extended hand. A coin was placed in 
Sam’s buttonhole, and the dial on his 
chest registered the strength of your 
gmp of his hand. It was made for use 
with a penny, nickel or foreign coin. 

The machine weighed about 45 
pounds. the base an additional 55 
pounds. 

The Uncle Sam machine was 
copied in later years by the Mills 
Novelty Co. and by Caille Bros. In 
the 1902s, another version was made 
by the International Mutosscope Co 

Any large, working coin-operated 
machine dating before 1950 has con- 
siderable value. An easly Uncle Sam 
would sell for more than $17,000

“The huge slum, which 
rings downtown Cairo, a 
city of millions, is home to 
tens of thousands of the 
city’s poorest people.

“As you walk through the 
Zabellen,” Ford continued, 
“you'd smell the overwhelm- 
ing smell of rotting trash, 
then you’d come upon a 
bakery and zero in on the 
smell of freshly baked 
bread, then a little further 
down the strcci you’d pass 
under a bridge where the 
stench of human waste was 
overpowering, and a little 
farther beyond that you’d 
come upon the delicious 
smell of popcorn cooking. 

“All those smells can 
come right next to one an- 
other in the space of just a 
few blocks,” she said as she 
shook her head before the 
photographs. “And after 
getting home you'd blow 
your nose and a black liquid 
would come out.

constantly kept going in the 
Zabellen as people burn the 
garbage that they can't 
make use of. The fires put a 
constant haze in the air and 
have kind of sweet smell. It 
was ironic that a sweet 
smell would come from 
burning rotten garbage.” 

From the first week of 
September until just last 
week, Ford and her 20 
classmates were immersed 
in an ancient Middle East- 
ern culture that is still little- 
understood by many Ameri- 
cans, as they worked among 
some of the world’s poorest 
people who too often are 
thought of too little by the 
rest of us. 

"It all seemed so hope- 
less and overwhelming at 
first,” Ford said of one of 
her service assignments, a 
weekly day of work in a 
Cairo orphanage run by the 


Little Sisters of Charity, the 
order founded by Mother 
Theresa. “The first day I 
was overwhelmed by the 
crying babies; but as time 
went on it became less 
overwhelming, and as we 
got more involved the feel- 
ing of despair became one 
of hope.” 

In the orphanage Ford 
said that she “had the privi- 
lege of seeing a four-month 


old baby named Miriam 
who cama in so malnour- 
ished that she couldn't lift 
her head, and was nothing 
but skin and bones. During 
our months spent working 
at the orphanage, we wit- 
nessed her slowly develop 
into a much more alert and 
healthier baby, active and 
moving. It really was a priv- 
ilege to see her grow, and it

BENEFIT STATEMENT TO HELP FIGURE 
TAX ON BENEFITS

In January, Social Security will send beneficiaries a 
statement showing the total benefits they received in 1997, 
The statement is needed to help them determine if a por- 
tion of their benefits is taxable. For 1998, Social Security 
estimates that about 20 percent of beneficiaries will need 
to pay tax on their benefits. 

If you are a Social Security beneficiary who files a fed- 
eral tax return as an “individual” and your combined in- 
come (your adjusted gross income as reported on your 
Form 1040 plus nontaxable interest plus one-half of your 
Social Security benefits) is above $25,000, you may have 
to pay taxes on 50 percent of your Social Security benefits. 
If your combined income is above $34,000, 85 percent of 
your Social Security benefits are subject to income tax. 

If you file a joint return, you may have to pay taxes on 
50 percent of your benefits if you and your spouse have a 
combined income over $32,000. If your combined income 
is more than $44,000, 85 percent of your Social Security 
benefits are subject to income tax. 

The SSA-1099 statement you receive includes an Inter- 
nal Revenue Service (IRS) Notice 703. The worksheet 
steps in the notice will help you determine whether you 
have to pay tax on your Social Security benefits. 

For more information about taxable benefits, call the 
IRS toll-free at 1-800-829-3676. Ask for Publication 915, 
"Social Security and Equivalent Railroad Retirement Ben- 
efits (and Tier I Railroad Retirement Benefits),” and IRS 
Publication 554, "Tax Information for Older Americans.”

Comes To Allegany County

The Maryland Education 
Center for Agriculture, 
Science and Technology has 
two mobile classrooms 
making tours of elementary 
schools in Maryland.

Allegany County wanted 
to have the aquaculture 
mobile unit in each of it’s 
public elementary schools, 
but the funds were not in 
the budget. The cost is 
approximately $1,000 per 
week to have the mobile 
unit. This cost includes a 
teacher provided by MAEF, 
all the consumable lab 
supplies, cost of moving on 
site, and other expenses 
involved. The school system 
then only needs to supply 
the proper electrical and 
water source. Allegany 
school officials said the 
charge is very reasonable, 
but the funds just weren’t in 
the budget. The desire was 
to get the unit to each 
elementary school; there 
are 21 public and private 
elementary schools in the 
county. 

The Allegany County 
elementary science coordi- 
nator didn’t just give up. 
She made a call to the 
technical center and they 
said contact Dot Workman. 
Workman is chair of the 
Allegany County Farm 
Bureau Women. At first 
Workman thought, "Where 
can I or the County Farm 
Bureau, which has only 130 
members, come up with 
over $20,000 to pull this 
off.” Workman and _ the 
Allegany group are not 
ones to give up easily and 
they kept thinking of ways 
to finance the project. Then 
things began to fall togeth- 
er, according to Workman. 

The subject and need 
had come up at several 
county board meetings and 
other agriculture meetings 
in the county, so when 
County Extension Agent 
Ted Sprangle got a notice 
of some funds available to 
the ag community from a 
settlement with American 
Cyanamid he dropped a 
note to Workman. 

The next task was writing 
a grant proposal. Workman 
said, "I never had done 
anything like that before, 
but we were determined to 
have that mobile classroom 
available for our schools.” 
She contacted the school 
Officials with the informa- 
tion and the county Farm 
Bureau agreed to adminis- 
ter the grant if awarded. 
"We needed help in writing 
the grant request and the 
school personnel were very 
helpful.” The request was 
completed for $25,000 and

"Time went by and we 

weren't sure we were going 
to be approved, but finally a 
letter of approval arrived 
and we were on our way,” 
commented Workman. The 
funds have been deposited 
in an interest bearing ac- 
‘count, and Workman is 
coordinating the payment of 
bills. The mobile classroom 
has already made its ap- 
pearance at several of the 
schools and will be in Alle- 
gany County as much as 
possible this school year, 
but it may take some weeks 
next fall to complete the 
visit to all 21 elementary 
schools. 

During the visit to the 
schools the mobile class- 
room teacher provided by 
MAEF is Dana Cessna, a 
local farmer’s wife and a 
certified agriculture teacher 
and a new member of the 
Allegany County Farm 
Bureau Women’s Commit- 
tee. She said, "This fits in 
great with my education 
and I reallv enjoy working 
with the different students.” 
Usually two grades at the 
school will participate in lab 
each day during the week. 
All students in the school 
get to go through the mo- 
bile unit at least once dur- 
ing the week. "The students 
really like it and I have very 

little problems,” said Ces- 
sna. "They like the experi- 
ments and they get a real 
feeling that they are water 
quality experts,” she added. 

One student exclaimed, 
"I think it’s cool. It makes 
my science real. Like, we 
get to do real stuff with the 
fish and we are seeing how 
things we do can be good 
or bad for our environ- 
ment.” 

Workman said, "This is 
just great. It is a lot of 
work. Some stress along the 
way too, when we were 
wondering if the grant was 
going to come and then just 
wondering if we could get 
everything done, but this is 
the best way to help our 
community know about 
agriculture and Farm Bu- 
reau. Many of these teach- 
ers, the principals of the 
schools, the students and 
the parents will remember 
for a long time that the 
Allegany County Farm 
Bureau played a big part 
during their school year.”

MLE, headquartered in 
Lansing, Mich., is an inno- 
vator in developing alliances 
with processors, cattle feed- 
ing, direct marketing sales 
desks, auctions, ordes-buy- 
ing and video marketing. 
Last year MLE marketed 
some 3 million hogs and 
600,000 cattle for its mem- 
bers, for a total value of 
about $750 million.

Christmas cards have always been a joy to me, both 
sending and receiving them. I like saying “hi” to old 
sfriends, and hearing from people who may only send a 

*message that one time of year. I’ve always used Christmas 
zcards to decorate the interior doorways of my house, and 
~I like checking my mailing list to make sure I've sent to 

.everyone who sent us a card. When I was a little girl,

SoyDiesel, 
Emissions Test 
Results Awaited 


Why is soy-based bio- 
diesel touted as environ- 
mentally friendly? In what 
ways, specifically, does the 
alternative fuel protect the 
Marine environment and 
thus contribute to the 
health of the Chesapeake 
Bay? 

The Maryland Soybean 
Board, as part of its now 
four-year effort to promote 
SoyDiesel and to make it 
available to bay boaters, 
was determined to find out. 

Working with a $23,300 
grant from the soybean 
checkoff board, a group of 
scientists and engineers at 
West Virginia University 
(WVU) in Morgantown, 
W.Va., have completed a 
study of the impact of ma- 
rine engines on water quali- 
ty. They are readying a 
report. 

The proposal was first 
presented to the Maryland 
Soybean Board by Dr. Larry 
McLaughlin, who was, at 
the time, program coordina- 
tor for the Alternative Fuels 
Division of the National 
Research Center for Coal 
and Energy at WVU. Mc- 
Laughlin and a group of 
scientists and engineers at 
WVU had been previously 
engaged in similar marine 
testing of gasoline engines. 
Dr. Nigel Clark, Ralph 
Nine and Brian Mace of the 


* Mechanical and Aerospace 


Engineering Department, 
along with Dr. Richard 
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Morrison, Dr. Vincent 
Remcho and Todd Vanyo 
of the Chemistry Depart- 
ment, analyzed the impact 
of engine exhaust gas pass- 
ing through the boating 
water prior to being ex- 
posed to the atmosphere. It 
was proposed that the test 
engine would be operated 
using No. 2 diesel fuel, 
various blends of biodiesel 
and 100 percent "neat" soy 
fuel. 

WVU maintains several 
highly respected engine and 
vehicle testing laboratories. 
For this marine testing, a 
novel testing apparatus was 
designed and constructed to 
allow for capture of emis- 
sions in the simulated boat- 
ing water and in gaseous 
samples which would nor- 
mally escape to the air. 
Most prior emissions stud- 
ies on  gasoline-powered 
inboard and outboard en- 
gines operated the engines 
in a "tub" of water to evalu- 
ate the emissions left in the 
water, according to Nine. 
"In this study, we tried to 
simulate the actual running 
of the engines in water and 
the amount of pollution 
that persists in the water as 
well and the air,” Nine said. 

Three engines were used 
for the marine testing: a 


1984 130 hp inboard 4- 
stroke gasoline engine, a 
1968 outboard 65 hp 2- 
stroke gasoline engine and 
a 1972 38 hp Westerbeke 4- 
stroke diesel sailboat en- 
gine. 

None of the engines was 
a discard, according to 
Nine. They were all in use 
and performing within

specifications. All came 
with the original manufac- 
turer’s manuals and were 
tuned as their owners would 
have tuned them for real 
boating use. 

"We purchased older 
engines (actually one was 
donated to the project by 
the owner, who had pur- 
chased a more powerful 
engine for his sail boat), 
still in use, because it ap- 
pears that the average life 
expectancy of these engines 
out there is 20 years,” Nine 
said. 

"We saw very little differ- 
ence in the power and 
performance of the engine 
on the five different fuels,” 
Nine said. 

In a brief update to the 
Maryland Soybean Board, 
Nine added these com- 
ments: “We have found a 45

I am writing this letter to 
all deer hunters and fami- 
lies who have pet dogs. 
About two weeks ago, our 
dog Rags started acting 
sluggish and would lie 


around all day, just not 
having the energy she usual- 
ly had. She would have 
some days when it was an 
effort even for her to lie 
down or get up, as If her 
legs were really sore. The 
next couple of days she 
would be ner old self again. 
We took her to our veteri- 
narian to have her checked 
out. She seemed fine at that 
time. Our veterinarian 
thought she may be having 
the start of arthritis prob- 
lems since she was almost 
13 years old. Otherwise, she 
didn’t show signs of any- 
thing else wrong. 

Last Thursday night I let 
Rags out and when I called 
her to come in before going 
to bed, she didn’t come. 
Friday pont when I got 
up at 6 a.m. I called and 
called her agein. She didn’t 
come. My husband went out 
to look for her since Rags 
aways comes in at night. 
He found her behind our 
parage hardly able to walk. 

Je carried her into the 
house and it was a real 
effort for her to move even 
the slightest little bit. I fixed 
her some warm food and 
tried to get her to eat a 
little and drink some water. 
She wouldn’t take either. It 
wasn’t long after that, Rags 
went into a seizure. After 
the seizure, she just lay on 
the floor breathing very 
heavily and couldn’t move. 
I immediately contacted our 
veterinarian. [ quickly 
grabbed a blanket to put in 
the car for her to lay on. 
When I went back in the 
house, Rags was dead. 

After all I had told our 
veterinarian about Rags, he 
felt that she could have 
come upon a dead deer 
which can be deadly to dogs 
when they eat the guts. The 
next day my husband took a 
walk in a large field next to 
our house where he found a 
dead doe. Apparently Rags 
had also found this doe a 
couple weeks before and 
didn’t realize that she was 
poisoning herself by eating 
the deer. 

Since we live in a fairly 
populated area on Memori- 
al Drive, we never expected 
to find a dead deer that 
close to our house. There 
are very lerge farm fields 
behind our house and I feel 
that whoever shot this doe 
could have tracked her very 
easily and disposed of her 
the right way. 

To make a long story 
short, our family is heart- 
sick, to say the least. Be- 
cause of a careless hunter, 
Rags will never again run t 
the kitchen closet first thing 
in the morning for a dog 
Vieuit isuud my Dusbaud 
and one from me. She will 


never again go out with me 
to feed the horses and cats. 
And she will not have her 
picture taken this Christmas 
in the midst of the wrap- 


ing paper on the livin 
Foom floor. : 
To other dog owners, if 
you see your dog lying 
around during deer nunting 
season for no apparent 
reason, have them checked 
out immediately by your 
veterinarian. A dead deer 
can be vey toxic to your 
et dog.
